ABOUT TIME. Secretariat received another honor in June when the Maryiand Racing Com¬ 
mission updated his Preakness time to 1:53, giving the 1973 Tripie Crown winner the stakes 
record in aii three races. On Preakness Day, the Pimiico teietimer stopped at 1:55 but had 
maifunctioned-ieaving much debate between the official hand-timing of 1:54% and the Daily 
Racing Form's ^:b3V5. The racing commission vote occurred after a two-hour hearing where 
video evidence showed Secretariat’s Preakness to be faster than those of Tank’s Prospect, Louis 
Quatorze and Curlin (all 1:53%). The decision changed little of the horse’s reputation-exhibited 
here early in his Preakness triumph.

MINSTRELLA GONE 

Another link to the glorious past at Edward R Evans’ Spring Hiii 
Farm in Casanova, Va., is gone. Minstrella, one of the retirees who 
remained at Spring Hiii foiiowing the late breeder’s 2011 dispersal, 
was euthanized earlier this year at 28. The daughter of The Minstrei 
and Fiight Dancer, one of Evans’ foundation mares, was foaled in 
Virginia and sent to Europe to race. The three-time Group 1 winner 
was Ireland’s champion 2-year-old filly of 1986. Retired to the 
broodmare band, she went on to produce 16 foais-of 14 to race, 11 
were winners, three of them stakes winners. Her proiific branch of 
the family yielded more than a dozen stakes horses, including graded 
stakes winners A Littie Warm, Colonial Minstrel, Pleasant Strike, 
Minidar and Mini Sermon. Her son Prospector’s Music sired Evans’ 
homebred miiiionaire Gygistar. Minstreiia was buried at the farm.

PENNSYLVANIA 
RACING WINS WITH 
BUDGET DECISION 


P ennsylvania Governor Tom Corbett 
approved a new state budget June 30 
that did not divert $72 million from 
the Race Horse Development Fund as had 
originally been proposed in the preliminary 
budget. 

The decision drew applause from the 
Pennsylvania Equine Coalition, a state¬ 
wide group representing more than 10,000 
trainers, owners and breeders of the horse 
racing industry. 

“We thank the legislamre for main¬ 
taining its commitment to the horserac¬ 
ing and breeding industry in Pennsylvania 
by properly funding for the Race Horse 
Development Fund,” coalition spokes¬ 
man Pete Peterson said in a news release. 
“Competitive purses and breeding incen¬ 
tives have created tens of thousands of 
jobs in Pennsylvania and spurred sig¬ 
nificant investment in the state’s econo¬ 
my. Maintaining the funding levels that the 
state committed to through Act 71 is vital 
to the long-term success of the horseracing 
and equine breeding industries, as well as the 
overall agriculture sector in Pennsylvania.” 
Instead of the original proposal, the 
approved budget will allocate a combined 


$5 million from the RHDF for the Penn¬ 
sylvania Fairs Fund and Pennsylvania State 
Farm Products Show Fund. 

Following the original budget proposal, 
the Pennsylvania Equine Coalition and 
its members launched a comprehensive 
outreach effort focused on educating the 
pubhc and legislators about the broad eco¬ 
nomic impact of the horseracing industry 
and the jobs it supports. The coalition 
released a nearly 12-minute video, “Save 
Pennsylvania Horse Racing,” touting the 
far-reaching economic benefits of the 
industry, as well as the impact on farmland 
preservation in the Commonwealth. 

According to economic data from the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture 
(PDA) released in 2010, between 2001 and 
2008, the value of the racing industry in 
Pennsylvania more than quadrupled thanks 
to Act 71. 

In addition, the PDA stated that due 
to the Race Horse Development Fund, 
the overall value of the equine industry 
increased by 380 percent to $3 billion, 
with employment more than tripling from 
13,870 to more than 41,100.

The yearling is by Northview PA 
sire Medallist out of the Private Terms 
mare Bring Me Flowers, and is a half- 
sister to stakes winner Whoop’s Ah 
Daisy, an earner of $265,010. 

Carolyn Sleeter, who owns Sleeter 
Farm in Clementon, N.J., with her 
husband, Gerry, said that during a 
conversation she had with Lucy shortly 
before her death, she told her she 
wanted to name a horse after her. 

“She said, ‘that’s so nice of you, 
thank you,’” recalled Sleeter. “During 
our conversation, she never mentioned 
how seriously iU she was.” 

Per regulations of The Jockey Club, 
the Sleeters needed permission from 
Acton’s family, which they received.

2012 HALL OF FAME HISTORICAL INDUCTEES 

Two greats from yesteryear, Jockey Anthony Hamilton and Virginia-bred Planet, have been elected to the 
National Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame through the museum’s Historic Review process. Hamilton, born in 
Charleston, S.C., in 1866, was one of the finest riders of the 19th century, and rode for many of the era’s top 
owners, including Pierre Lorillard, Mike Dwyer, August Belmont Sr., August Belmont II and J.R. Keene. Among 
his mounts were Hall of Famers Firenze and Salvator, and champions Lamplighter and Potomac. Planet 
was one of the most dominant racehorses in the years leading up to the Civil War. Foaled at Major Thomas 
W. Boswell’s Bullfield Stable, the son of Revenue out of the Boston mare Nina campaigned for his breeder 
and estabiished a career purse earnings record that stood for 20 years. When he retired in 1861, just five 
days before the bombardment of Fort Sumter launched the Civil War, he had earned $69,700 with a record 
of 27-4-0 from 31 starts. Known as “The Great Red Fox,’’ Pianet was regarded by many turf experts to be 
second oniy to the mighty Lexington among the greatest American racehorses prior to the Civil War. The Hall 
of Fame ceremony will take place on Aug. 10 at the Fasig-Tipton sales pavilion in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 


(“Meyerhoff’s Success is 
Second to None,” March 2011). 
One of 19 entries in the Per- 
sonahty Profile Single Article, 
circulation under 10,000 (print), 
it drew the following praise: 
“The writer has a great sense 
of language and the ability to 
teU a yarn. The character is 
larger than life, and handled 
just right.” 

In the same category, Don 
Chppinger’s story on trainer 
Tony Dutrow received a third- 
place award. In “A Blessing and 
a Curse” (February 2011), it 
was noted that “The writer 
makes wonderful use of anec¬ 
dotes and quotes in a delightful 
portrait of a driven man.” 

Mid-A tlantic Thoroughbred s 
director of pubhcations and 
advertising, Barrie Reighder, 
received two honorable 
mentions. One was for Publica¬ 
tion Cover Page, circulation 
under 10,000 (print) (21 
entries), for the October 2011 
cover of Peb art chronichng 
the history of Laurel Park. 
The critique noted: “What a 
fun idea to reproduce sections 
of old programs to depict the 
100th anniversary. Pleasing 
montage of horses, people, 
and typography. It was a nice 
touch to also include prices and 
years on some of the cropped 
images.” 

Recognition for design was 
also received in the category. 
Publication Staff Single 
Advertisement (print) (20 
entries), for “Another Webb 
Carroll Classic Winner,” which 
appeared in July 2011. The 
comments for the page that 
featured Preakness Stakes-G1 
winner Shackleford were: “This 
ad is a strong piece. Clean and 
the use of color with black and 
white in the imagery takes it to 
another level.”

H er name is Cayman Queen. Her 
chestnut coat gleams like a newly 
minted penny. Her legs are tight and 
cool without as much as a blemish. Her 
eyes are bright, full of wisdom and expres¬ 
sion. And if not for the slight dip in her 
back, youH never guess she's 31 years old. 


Her resume is an eyebrow-raiser. This 
was one tough redhead. She's a throwback 
to another era — evidence that they do not, 
in fact, make them like they used to. Bred 
in Florida by WP. Burch, she was sired by 
French Group 1 winner *Recupere and is 
out of the West Coast Scout mare Rubye 


Scout. Her career began as a 2-year-old 
in September 1983, and when it ended 
seven years later in November 1990, she 
had made 102 starts at 14 racetracks. 

From Fair Grounds in Louisiana to 
Rockingham Park in New Hampshire — 
and everywhere in between — Cayman 
Queen came, saw and often conquered. 

Trained at points in her career by John 
Pregman, Paul Hartz, Joe Orseno, and 
finally Dan Peitz, she had her picture 
taken with all. 

The roster of riders who were legged 
up on this grand old mare is loaded with 
A-Listers: Angel Cordero, Jerry Bailey, 
John Velazquez, Mike Smith, Randy 
Romero, Richard Mgliore, Eddie Maple, 
Jose Santos, Jorge Velasquez, the late 
Chris Andey. She won at Belmont Park 
with Juke Krone. She loved Saratoga - as 
an 8-year-old in 1989, she made three 
starts there within 25 days, finishing third, 
first and second under Craig Perret. But 
her career-best performance came in 1987 
at Rockingham when she captured the 
Princess Doreen Handicap by 6 lengths, 
setting a course record. 

By the time owner Robert Cotran 
retired her. Cayman Queen's career 
statistics were 102-16-14-15 with 
$216,610 earned. 

‘‘If she didn't perform well in the race, 
she'd be upset," he said. “She stayed 
sound because she would take care of 
herself. If something was bothering her, 
she would not run. She'd just go for the 
trip." 

A native and resident of Syracuse, 

N.Y., Cotran kept her nearby and chose 
her stallions with mrf in mind, breeding 
i her to Carr de Naskra, Manila, Go and 
g Go (Ire), With Approval, El Prado (Jre), 

I Wekiva Springs and River Keen (Ire). 

^ “I wanted grass runners," he explained, 
“since most of her money was earned after 
we switched her to turf." 

She produced only seven foals, five to 
race. By far her best offspring has been 
the Wekiva Springs gelding Cuse, foaled 
in 2001. 

Named for Cotran's hometown and 
alma mater, Cuse made 17 starts on the 
flat over a two-year period for his owner 
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and Pennsylvania trainer Richard Trimmer. 
His only win came at Penn National in 

2004, and Cotran sold him after several 
dismal performances in the summer of 

2005. He reappeared in the spring of 2007 
as a steeplechaser for Tennessee-based 
owner/trainer Karen Gray, and it is over 
fences that the diminutive gray gelding 
made his mark. Still in training at 11, Cuse 
has now made more than 70 starts and his 
career earnings top $150,000. He won a 
race in April, after taking three last year. 

Cotran pensioned Cayman Queen after 
she produced a River Keen filly in 2003 
and sent her to Trimmer’s farm in Oxford, 
Pa. 

‘‘Richard started with Robert in 1995,” 
said Trimmer’s wife, Muffy. “Cayman was 
pensioned when she came here and has 
been here ever since. We’ve always had 
a lot of horses resting here; when we 
trained more horses, they always came 
back here. And any time we had an odd 
man out, we could turn it out with her 
and she didn’t care. She’s very maternal 
and kind; there’s not a mean bone in her 
body.” 

Richard Trimmer trained all of 
Cayman Queen’s offspring for Cotran. 


“She always passed on that kind of 
angular body that she has,” he said. “They 
were very sturdy, even as babies. None of 
them were very big, either. Cuse is tiny.” 

Richard remembers Cuse causing a 
ruckus as a 2-year-old in their Fair Hill 
Training Center barn. 

“Cuse was very studdish before he 
was gelded. There were some horses in 
from out of town s tabling in our barn, 
and I think one of them must have 
done something that got him aU worked 
up. He got out of his stall and caused 
such a commotion that other horses 
came through their webbings. He was 
exhausted, but he would not stop or let us 
catch him.” 

Evidently he came by it honestly. 
Richard’s anecdote prompted his wife 
to remember and relay one of her own. 
Always animated, she explained that 
Cayman Queen had recently had a little 
advenmre. 

“A few weeks ago, she got out with 
my four Quarter Horses. One of them. 
Dial, is also 30 and he and Cayman are 
buddies. They’ll scratch each other over 
the fence if they’re turned out near each 
other. But anyway, I had turned them out 
in our back paddock, which has a smaller 


paddock inside that I put her in. So that 
afternoon she got out of there and got in 
with the other four, and all five of them 
were running aU around.” 

The excitement took place during a 
party for the Trimmers’ children, and 
it was the kids who first noticed that 
something was amiss. “The kids were hke 
‘Cayman’s out!’ And she’s cantering up 
the hiU, down the hiU, jumping over the 
stream. I thought she was gonna have a 
heart attack — but they were all fine. And 
she was leading the other four.” 

Clearly hearing this story for the first 
time, Richard stared at his wife, digesting 
the details. 

“I told you about this, remember? It 
happened when you weren’t here,” she 
said. 

“No,” he deadpanned, “No, you didn’t. 

“But that’s Cayman,” Richard smiled, 
nodding. “You can take a horse that she 
doesn’t know, put the horse out there with 
her, and they’ll immediately be friends. 

She doesn’t fight them and they don’t beat 
on her either. All the horses that have 
been turned out with her get attached to 
her.”

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary contributions from 
individuals or corporations to support issues or assist selected candi¬ 
dates for public office in the state of Maryland who are interested in 
the problems of our industry and are willing to help us solve those 
problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse racing, an 
industry which is closely regulated by state government. In addition, 
while not well understood, horse breeding is an especially important 
segment of Maryland agriculture. The economic well-being of racing 
and breeding is very much a function of the political process. It is 
essential to tlie health of our industry that we educate our elected 
official and support those who work with us on issues vital to our 
interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasurer 
which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting issues 
as selected by a committee headed by the chairperson of the MHBA 
Legislative Committee. Any administrative expense will be paid by 
the MHBA. Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the 
State Adminisirative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a single 
candidate or more than $10,000 to aU candidates in any given four- 
year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC must be included 
in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax returns 
but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total political con¬ 
tributions up to a $50 aedit (for a $100 contribution) on individual 
returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint returns. 
Political contributions are not deductible business expenses.

Pennsylvania 
conies 
together, 
makes 
racing’s case 


T 'he sigh of relief you heard in late 
June came from Pennsylvania’s horse 
racing community as Governor Tom 
Corbett signed a new budget which did not 
take away the benefits of the Race Horse 
Development Fund as originally proposed. 

Gov Corbett’s earlier budget proposal 
called for diverting $72 milhon from the 
fund, which derives income from slots 
revenue at racetracks and is used to sup¬ 
port purses and breeding programs at 
Thoroughbred and Standardbred tracks in 
the state. 

While the threat may have looked hke a 
pohtical football from afar, the Keystone 
State’s equine community did not take the 
proposed change hghtiy. Instead, the Penn¬ 
sylvania Equine Coalition (which repre¬ 
sents 10,000 industry stakeholders) went to 
great lengths to espouse the benefits of the 
industry. Politicians and the pubhc couldn’t 
help but get the message. Whether Gov. 
Corbett and his administration were ever 
actually going to strip the program no one 
knows, but the potential change became a 
discussion point. And that was enough. 

Pennsylvania’s horse community react¬ 
ed, as one, with the coalition driving an 
advertising campaign, issuing statements, 
creating an educational video, hosting a 
one-day horse conference, inviting legisla¬ 
tors to a day out at Penn National Race 
Course and testifying at a Pennsylvania 
House Appropriations Committee hearing. 
Most importantly, the coalition energized 
people in the horse industry to tackle 
grass-roots lobbying efforts. Collectively, 
the efforts pushed the two main topics of 
job creation and economic impact. 

‘We are a huge part of the Pennsylvania 
economy and the industry has helped drive 
job creation since the fund came into 
existence,” said coalition spokesman Pete 
Peterson. “It was useful to have the indus¬ 
try speaking with one voice so there aren’t 
a lot of conflicting messages. We had to 
justify why the industry is important and 
vital to the economy.” 

The effort ought to be a blueprint for 
the future of the state’s racing industry, and 


a model for any other state that shares rev¬ 
enue via slots or other supplemental gam¬ 
ing. In this economic climate, state bud¬ 
gets are going to face continued pressure. 
Elected officials are not going to stick to 
the script every year. And taxpayers won’t 
just follow along without asking questions. 

Racing knows its value when it comes 
to job creation, economic impact and land 
preservation, but the industry should not 
expect others to simply take its word for 
it. Every industry in every state wants to 
thrive, wants to benefit, wants to make its 
case for support from the state. 

The burden to provide the answers, to 
justify the assistance, to keep the money 
flowing falls on the racing industry. 
Nobody else is going to do it. 

Breeders, owners, trainers, tracks and 
farms benefit from programs like Penn¬ 
sylvania’s, which came to be in 2004. 
Originally called Act 71, it took a portion 
of the casino’s slot-machine revenue for 
the horse industry in the form of increased 
purses and breeder/owner incentives. The 
result was an improvement to the racing 
business—higher purses, more money for 
horsemen, bigger foal crops, more demand 
for horses, the expansion/relocation of 
farms and healthier oudooks for the vari¬ 
ous attached businesses. 

Draw the line far enough and you’ll 
touch thousands of jobs and billions in 
economic imp act-numbers every state’s 
equine industry should promote. Peterson 
stressed that unity was a key component 
to the coalition’s work, meaning one entity 
spoke for the masses-simplifying the pro¬ 
cess for politicians and the public. 

Pennsylvania isn’t alone in the region 
when it comes to support from slots pro¬ 
grams. Delaware, West Virginia and now 
Maryland also benefit and no doubt face 
similar economic and political pressure. 
Learn from Pennsylvania. Be vigilant. 
Navigate state legislatures. Know the facts 
and distribute them. Do the work, and 
don’t stop. ^

Lookout Post 

Pennsylvania farm life providedfoundation 
for Belmont Stakes winner Union Rags

T he flashy bay yearling with the big blaze needed to grow 
up, needed to develop his neck muscles, needed to start 
putting some pounds on that frame if he was ever 
going to make it. His owner, a lifelong horsewoman, called on 
her knowledge and suggested a remedy. 

“Put some side reins on him,” she said. “See if we can get him 
to start using his neck.” 


Her employee dug deep in the tack 
trunks of the old barn and obhged. Days 
later, the owner came by to check on the 
progress with the colt they all called Dixie 
Union, after his sire, and shuddered. 

^What the hell are you doing?’’ she 
hollered. 

^‘Didn’t you tell me to use side reins?” 
he responded. 

When she could catch her breath, she 
said ‘Whose aren’t side reins.” 

No, they weren’t. 

They were driving reins, attached 
through a harness and to the colt’s bridle. 
He didn’t seem to mind as he walked, 
halted, backed up, mrned right and left at 
the cues from the man walking far behind 
him, holding on to the long reins. The 
scene conjured old-school yearling men 
“long-lining” young horses, but happened 
out of pure innocence. 

“I didn’t know what she meant, I didn’t 
understand, so that’s what I did,” the man 
said. “The horse didn’t mind. He was doing 
circles. He’d stop, go, do whatever I asked 
him to do. I thought ‘if he’s no good for 
racing, maybe he can make a driving horse 
when he is retired.’ ” 


Or not. 

The moment with the driving reins and 
others from almost a year on the farm 
make Phyllis Wyeth and Juan Martine 2 
smile and laugh now that the Dixie Union 
colt-Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Union 
Rags-is all grown up. He learned his les¬ 
sons at Wyeth’s Point Lookout Farm, a 240- 
acre haven that straddles the Delaware/ 
Pennsylvania border. The place is no race¬ 
horse factory, far from it, but turned out 
one of the best of racing’s 2009 foal crop 
thanks to a combination of horsemanship, 
care, kindness, luck, namre, experience and 
atmosphere. 

Sure, Union Rags (whose other stops 
on the road to stardom included Royal Oak 
Farm and Paramount Sales in Kentucky 
and Eddie Woods Training Center in 
Florida) might have turned out the way he 
did without Point Lookout but then again 
. . . the emu, geese, chickens, dogs, fainting 
goats. Belted Galloway cows, classic red 
FarmaU tractor, antique cars and resident 
legend of American art aU played a part 
too. 

“My little bank barn, and my old run-in 
shed with the stalls produced this horse,” 


said Wyeth, whose husband Jamie works 
on masterpieces in his smdio two floors 
above those stalls in that barn. “Union 
Rags came out of this farm-sometimes I 
still can’t believe it.” 

Point Lookout has been in Phyllis 
Wyeth’s family since 1903. Her great-grand¬ 
father Frances duPont bought it then, and 
one of its earliest uses was as the original 
Vicmead Hunt Club. Nearly 2 miles off the 
road, with a barn, a large main house, easy 
access to miles of then prime foxhunting 
country and a proximity to the cities of 
Wilmington, Del., and Philadelphia, the 
property made an ideal club and probably 
a little more. Wyeth said she heard it 
referred to as a “speakeasy,” and the place 
gives off a sense of that past from the days 
of prohibition. Point Lookout feels like a 
secret, small compared to some neighbor¬ 
ing duPont properties - Winterthur, Long- 
wood, Granogue, Bellevue. 

Today, the farm is home to the Wyeths, 
the above-mentioned menagerie, several 
staff members such as Martinez and a small 
group of Thoroughbreds. The equine resi¬ 
dents of early summer 2012 included three 
yearlings and four mares with foals (two 
more are in Kentucky). Their pedigrees 
boast quality (Arch, Dynaformer, Smart 
Strike, Afleet Alex, Sky Mesa, Elusive 
Quahty) and family history. 

PhyUis Wyeth’s parents, Alice and James 
Mills, operated Hickory Tree Farm in Mid- 
dleburg, Va., for decades. She oversaw the 
fillies, he dealt with the colts. Their horses 
included champion Devil’s Bag, English 
classic winner *Glad Rags 11, future lead¬ 
ing sire Gone West and others. Union Rags 
connects to that history, through his dam 
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Union Rags’ owner/breeder Phyllis Wyeth refers to her barn manager Juan Martinez as “my friend 
Juan. "At left: As a young woman, Wyeth rode In point-to-points, as caught In this photo (which 
hangs In the tack room) from 1959 when aboard Royal Romance. 



Tempo-a daughter of Gone West and 
$426,986-earner Terpsichorist. The latter 
was a daughter of the great Nijinsky II and 
*Glad Rags IL The family means a great 
deal to Wyeth. 

“This is aU about Tempo ” she said. “I 
have a small, Uttle breeding farm and she 
was one of the last connections to my 
parents' breeding program. She was by 
my father's sire, out of my mother's mare. 
Tempo was very fast, but unsound. She had 
major stifle problems and major problems 
keeping foals. We bred her to Dixie Union 
[in 2008], and really, reaUy hoped for a fiUy 
to keep that female family going." 

They got a colt, a bay with a wide blaze 
and three white socks. Because of Tempo's 
troubles, the colt was born in Kentucky— 
Wyeth's mares normally foal at Equivine 


Farm in Pennsylvania—but came to the 
farm in May after spending his first few 
months at Braxton and Damian Lynch's 
Royal Oak Farm. The daughter of Penn¬ 
sylvania horseman Richie Jones, Braxton 
felt Wyeth's disappointment despite the 
colt's good looks and somewhat instant 
quality. 

“We called her and said it was a colt 
and she was deflated, you could really teU," 
Lynch said. “The good news was it was a 
reaUy, really nice colt. He was outstanding 
looking from day one." 

Undaunted in her desire to preserve 
the female family, Wyeth spent $7,500 
to claim Miss Pauhne at Parx Racing in 
April 2011. Then, she was simply a cheap 
Pennsylvania-bred mare without much 
fumre on the racetrack. Her soon-to-be 
famous half-brother (the last foal out of 
the now-retired Tempo) had yet to make a 
start. Now, Miss Pauline (by Cat Thie^ is 
in foal to Hard Spun and potentially worth 
a small fortune. 

Life on the Farm 

Union Rags joined a group of three 
other youngsters at Point Lookout under 


the watchful eyes of Wyeth and Martinez. 
They treated him like the rest—cool nights 
in a big field on the other side of the rad- 
road track and along the Brandywine River, 
warmer days in the airy corner stall that 
now bears his photograph on the door, 
plenty of hay baled from the surrounding 
fields, lots of time to grow and learn and 
thrive. 

The foals get personal attention from 
Martinez, whose equine knowledge is 
largely self-taught and mainly learned at 
Point Lookout. He worked construction— 
sidewalks, driveways, drywall, whatever— 
before signing on nine years ago. He did a 
httle of everything to start, but gradually 
moved to the horses. The native of Mexico 
is a natural. He handles the foals in their 
stalls early and often, lies across the backs 
of yearlings in the shedrow, starts them on 
the road to being racehorses and talks like 
Monty Roberts. 

“I didn't know anything about horses 
when I started, but I learned from them 
every day," he said. “They taught me a lot 
and they still teach me. What I learned is 
trust. If I don't trust them, they don't trust 
me. I am here with them every day and I

don't do anything bad to them, they should 
trust me because I trust them, " 

Union Rags earned that trust early with 
a willing disposition and a comfortable 
attitude. He was part of the (small) crowd— 
toward the back when playing in the field 
and appreciative of the attention from 
Wyeth and Martine 2 . 

^‘He was so easy to handle here," said 
Wyeth, who is partially paraly 2 ed from a 
car accident some 50 years ago and gets 
about the farm on an electric scooter. ‘‘Out 
in the field with the other yearlings, you hke 
to see who's taking the lead, who's com¬ 
petitive, There were four of them, he was 
always in the back. He was friendly, he'd 
put his head into my basket to say hello. 
Adorable. I was having breakfast one day 
and they were bringing them in. Juan was 
riding him in with a rope from the field. I 
had a fit, but that's how the horse was. You 
could do that with him." 

“He was very nice, calm from the begin¬ 
ning," said Martine 2 . “I don't want to say 
la 2 y, but a Htde bit la 2 y. Laid back. When he 
was lying down in his stall, I could hop on 
him. He didn't care. When I was breaking 
him to ride, he was quiet, a good horse." 


Martine 2 tried not to get too attached 
to the Dixie Union colt, because—Hke 
most of Wyeth's foals—he was destined 
for the sales ring and a racing career with 
someone else. Visitors from the Keeneland 
and Fasig-Tipton sales teams checked on 
him early and Hked what they saw as the 
youngster matured. Union Rags grew long 
and tall, hinted at some potential. 

“I went to look at him in May of his 
yearHng year," said Lynch. “He was lanky 
and lean and had grown up so tall. He 
hadn't filled out yet; you could see he might 
have that hip he has now, but it wasn't there 
yet." 

She also saw a yearHng who would 
have been content following a smaU child 
around the farm. 

“A lot of what Juan did with him really 
worked with that horse," she said. “The 
horses trust him so much that they'll just 
do what you want them to do. (Union 
Rags) was so cool to be around. You could 
do anything with him." 

Wyeth wanted to sell at Saratoga, “Hke 
the old days" and Union Rags went north as 
part of the Paramount Sales consignment 


in August 2010. He brought $145,000, 
seemingly ending that chapter of his Hfe. 

Seven months later, citing a dream and 
sending bloodstock advisor RusseH Jones 
to Florida, Wyeth bought him back for 
$390,000. By then a muscular 2-year-old 
who worked quickly and turned heads 
everywhere he went. Union Rags brought 
the 10th highest bid at the sale. 

Back home in Pennsylvania, Wyeth 
asked Martine 2 about the business choice. 

“That wasn't a good decision, was it 
Juan?" she asked. 

“Not really," he responded. “Why 
would you want a horse back when you 
sold him already? Well, you got him now. 
Let's see what happens." 

Now he teUs her she made a good deci¬ 
sion. 

All the time. 

The Lady in Charge 

PhyUis Wyeth rode horses before she 
could walk, or so she says. Horses were 
always a part of her Hfe, on Long Island as 
a young girl and then in Middleburg. She 
walked her father's polo ponies, joined the 
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4-H club, foxhunted well turned-out gray 
ponies, rode over timber in point-to-points 
and steeplechase meets. 

Royal Romance was a standout on 
the circuit in the late 1950s, winning at 
Casanova and Middleburg in 1959 and tak¬ 
ing Wyeth on a memorable ride around the 
big Foxcatcher course at Fair Hill. 

was always fearless, I could just ride, 
ifs what we did,'’ she said, ‘d had no idea 
how to ride races, I never really trained for 
it but I loved it. I remember walking that 
Fair Hill course with Gene Weymouth, he 
was supposed to be my coach and no one 
ever told me those fences were bigger. We 
made it around, third or fourth, we did 


okay, but Fm still not sure how. That was a 
pretty nice horse.” 

His photo, with Wyeth aboard, graces 
the tack room waU at Point Lookout along¬ 
side an assortment of others-1960s stee¬ 
plechase stakes winner Blockbuster, 1970s 
steeplechase great Leaping Frog, steeple¬ 
chase/flat winner Ghost Charger, Union 
Rags' dam Tempo, Bowie winner Get 
Gettin (with a young Billy Turner standing 
in for trainer Burley Cocks). 

Wyeth was 20 in 1962 and driving to 
a job with the Kennedy administration 
in Washington, D.C., when her car was 
hit head on by a driver trying to pass a 
truck. She's walked with crutches or used

a wheelchair/scooter ever since. True to 
form, the Finch College graduate didn't 
stop. She studied at Columbia University's 
School of Social Work, worked at the 
Union Settlement in Harlem and as a pro¬ 
bation officer in Delaware's Family Court. 
In Maine, she ran an oyster hatchery called 
Marshall Point Sea Farm, founded the 
Herring Gut Learning Center and has been 
honored by the National Marine Fisheries 
Service for her work there. 

More recentiy, she founded the Point 
Lookout Farmhfe and Water Preserve 
Foundation on a portion of the farm. The 
non-profit funds environmental smdies 
and education for young people, while 
mixing in components on art and nam- 
ral gardening. Wyeth has testified before 
the US. Senate, pushed legislation and 
championed many causes from the arts 
to the environment to accessibihty for the 
handicapped. 

Horses remained a part of her hfe 
throughout—mainly as a competitor in 
driving events with a team of Connemara 
ponies (hence the availability of driving 
tack for Martinez to try on Union Rags). 
She also kept a few broodmares going, sell-

ing most of the progeny and keeping the 
odd horse to race. Before Union Rags, her 
best horse was Leaping Frog (who won 17 
races and more than $230,000 with 
Jonathan Sheppard from 1976-’82). Union 
Rags’ trainer Michael Mat 2 had some 
horses for Wyeth, who’s also involved in a 
parmership with trainer Li 22 ie Merryman. 
On the steeplechase side, the yellow and 
brown Chadds Ford silks resurfaced with 
2010 winner Saluda Sam with trainer Kathy 
Neilson. 

Despite its si2e and structure, Wyeth’s 
Thoroughbred operation has always been 
fairly commercial. Most of the homebreds 
go to sales, a few stick around to race. One, 
Union Rags, hit a home run in a round¬ 
about way. Wyeth says it was all meant to 
be: the connection to her parents’ breeding 
program at Hickory Tree, the personal 
attention at Point Lookout, the sale at 
Saratoga, the dream she had, the buy-back 
in Florida, aU of it. Regardless, the horse 
gave his owner/breeder a feel, an intuition, 
something that made greamess seem pos¬ 
sible. 

Fasig-Tipton’s Dennis Lynch felt all 
that when he went to Point Lookout in 


spring 2010. On their annual Mid-Atlantic 
swing to look at potential sales yearhngs, 
he and Walt Robertson saw Union Rags 
as the star of Wyeth’s small group and 
wanted to make an impression. It wasn’t 
easy. She chided the so-caUed ‘‘big experts” 
from Kentucky on their judging skills and 
was non-committal. Midway through the 
sales pitch, a cat howled from deep within 
the old barn, and kept at it, distorting all 
conversation. Wyeth apologi 2 ed. Lynch 
saw an opportunity for an ice-breaker and 
commenced a story about an amorous 
tomcat back home in Kenmcky. Robertson 
cringed at the attempt at blue humor, but 
Wyeth laughed heartily. 

“So that’s how it’s going to be,” she said 
and led the visitors on a tour of the house 
and its art collection and a look at Jamie 
Wyeth’s garage fuU of classic cars. The men 
from Fasig-Tipton wound up with a day 
they’ll never forget-and a massive score 
for the sales company. 

“It was a truly magical place and a truly 
magical visit,” said Lynch. “I’ll remember it 
forever. She showed us all around, the cars, 
the art, the history, she couldn’t have been 
nicer. You could teU she liked her horse. 


and I always felt hke she didn’t want to seU 
him even though we told her he would seU 
weU and he was the best one she had.” 

Fasig-Tipton sold Union Rags as a year- 
hng at Saratoga and again as a 2-year-old 
at Palm Meadows in Florida, where Wyeth 
made her fateful business decision. Lynch 
smiled when he saw the “Chadds Ford 
Stable” on the sales results. 

“She’s an intuitive horse person that 
understands that if you get a gut feel or 
something, you go with it,” he said. “She’s 
not stars truck on her horses or anything, 
if they’re ordinary, she moves them on. 
I give her all the credit. She doesn’t keep 
them aU. That one, she couldn’t part with 
for whatever reason. She just had a feehng, 
you’ve got to respect that in this business.” 

Wyeth sent her new/old horse to Mat 2 
after the sale and the trainer dispatched 
him back to Woods for a sohd month of 
turnout. The trainer had looked at Union 
Rags as a yearUng in Saratoga and saw 
him work as a 2-year-old at the sale, but 
he never thought about training him until 
Jones walked up with the sales shp. 

“PhyUis bought her horse back and she 
wants you to train it,” Jones told Mat 2 . 
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The hands-on horsemanship of Juan Martinez heips the young Thoroughbreds deveiop at Point Lookout Farm. 


Union Rags came back to Matz at Palm 
Meadows, moved to Fair Hill Training 
Center with the rest of the stable and 
progressed quickly. He won his debut at 
Delaware Park in July, added the Saratoga 
Special-G2 in August, the Champagne-Gl 
in October. He just missed when sec¬ 
ond in the Breeders' Cup Juvenile-G1 
and just missed winning a championship. 
After another turnout break in Florida, he 
entered 2012 as the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
favorite, but the horse and his people 
rode through a bumpy trail of interview 
requests, television appearances, documen¬ 
tary filming, jockey changes, rough trips, 
pedigree doubts and more before eras¬ 
ing it all with an electric run through the 
Belmont Park stretch. 

The achievement floored Wyeth, thrilled 
Mate, enthralled anyone who watched. 

‘Tor me, to see PhylHs be happy hke 
that, to see her be rewarded, it meant a 
lot to me," said Mate. “She's a real horse¬ 
woman, it matters to her, you can tell. But 
she wasn't used to the attention, to the calls 
she got, to the interviews, you could tell 
that wore on her. She took the Derby real 


well when it happened, then a few weeks 
later she reahzed he'll never get a chance 
to have that back. Winning the Belmont 
picked her up, picked the horse up, picked 
everybody up." 

The Horse Who Grew Up 

Thanks in part to the early work of 
Martinez and hfe at Point Lookout, Union 
Rags maintains that calm demeanor even 
now as a world-class racehorse. He still 
nuzzles up to Wyeth in her scooter, looking 
for treats in her pocketbook, when she vis¬ 
its. Every morning after training, he spends 
the better part of three hours mrned out 
in a paddock or round pen. He doesn't 
get nervous, has no real bad habits, eats 
well, travels like a diplomat, sleeps away his 
afternoons. 

Mate thinks that helps on the race¬ 
track, but also might have contributed to 
his defeats in the Florida and Kentucky 
derbies. 

“He's a super-dispositioned horse and 
I think it would be a big advantage for a 
racehorse to be like that," he said. “Really, 
he'll do whatever you want him to do. If 


you want him to wait, he'll wait. If you 
want him to run up in the front, he will. He 
absolutely could wait all day behind a horse 
until the rider says go. It looks that way 
anyway. If you don't ever say something, 
he'd probably be just as happy to stay back 
there." 

In the Belmont, Union Rags proved 
that point-drafting behind horses with no 
real place to run and charging through a 
narrow opening between Paynter and the 
rail in deep stretch. Jockey John Velazquez, 
aboard for the first time, asked for that 
burst of courage and energy. And got it. 

As Martinez said, maybe it really is aU 
about trust. The horse trusts. It's up to 
the people to figure out how to put that 
to work. 

“He was very brave and I was proud 
of him," said Martinez, who watched the 
Belmont with his two children on a televi¬ 
sion in Wyeth's house. “Did we do some¬ 
thing special to make him that way? I don't 
think so. We did the same with all of them. 
Maybe the people helped, maybe we did 
something right, but that came from him, 
not us." ^

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Union Rags charges throng 
to catch Paynter, reclaim season

* The 2012 Belmont Stakes. The great race lost i 
luster when I’ll Have Another scratched the day before,,- 


the 144th rionning with a tendon injury, crushing 
another Triple Crown dream, keeping 40,000 fans at 
home and turning a classic into a consolation. 

* Union Rags. The pretty boy of the 2009 foal crop 
won the first three starts of his career, including the 
Saratoga Special-G2 and Champagne Stakes-Gl, thdfi ’ 
lost three of his next four, including Grade 1 tries in the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile, Florida Derby and Kentucky 
Derby. The son of Dixie Union had buried bettors, 
fiaistrated handlers and squandered opportunity. 

* Thoroughbred racing. Trainer Doug O’Neill e 
neered two smart wins from I’ll Have Another in. 
Derby and Preakness. The victories were impres 
but, rightly or wrongly, turned a spotlight on a trainer 
with a tarnished reputation. In its finest hour, the sport 
continued to languish londer an agenda-hungry media 
and a breakthrough-starved public. 

Yes, asterisks marked the race, the horse, the sport. 
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Clockwise from top left: John Velazquez saluted 
the crowd after the win. The Union Rags crowd 
filled the Belmont winner’s circle. Owner/breeder 
Phyllis Wyeth greeted her hero back at the barn. 


Then, John Vela 2 que 2 knocked the 
asterisks from the Belmont Stakes, Union 
Rags and-at least, for two and a half 
minutes on June 9 in Eknont, N.Y-the 
sport. The jockey, riding Union Rags for 
the first time, engineered a trip that had it 
aU: strategy, bravado, luck, effort and good 
old-fashioned talent. The mix turned an 
asterisk-heavy afterthought into an indel¬ 
ible moment. The Pennsylvania-owned, 
Maryland-based colt won the final stage 
of the Triple Crown with a neck triumph 
over Paynter and longs hot Atigun, getting 
1 Vi miles in 2:30.42 and collecting $600,000 
from the Grade 1 race's $1 million purse. 

Yes, Union Rags got his due. 

Owned by Phylhs Wyeth's Chadds 
Ford Stable and trained by Michael Mat 2 , 
Union Rags had slipped since opening his 
3-year-old season with a facile score in the 
Fountain of Youth S takes-G2. The Florida 
Derby was a disaster from the start, when 
jockey Juhen Leparoux took hold of the 
long-striding colt early and they were sty¬ 
mied throughout. The Kentucky Derby 
was worse, when Union Rags hesitated 
at the start, got bumped from both sides, 
wound up too far back in a race where trip 
is everything and closed to be seventh. 

Mat 2 , Wyeth and Team UR regrouped. 
They wisely skipped the Preakness and 
even more wisely, secured the best money 
rider in the game. Hard to fathom. Union 
Rags would make his eighth career start 
with his fourth jockey. 

Vela 2 que 2 traveled to Fair HiU Training 
Center a week before the Belmont to work 
the big blazed, high-stepping Kenmcky- 
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At home in Fair Hiii-Union Rags and John Veiaz- 
quez headed back home after a workout a week 
before the ciassic. Chiiiing out, Union Rags struck 
a pose white grazing outside the barn. 


bred. Five-eighths of a mile, in company, a 
mtorial for horse and jockey 

^‘Unbelievable,” Vela 2 que 2 said six days 
after the work, a day before the race. “I 
haven’t had a horse work like that in a long 
time. I worked him right behind the other 
horse and Fm telling you he was strong, he 
was going forward, you know what I mean. 
I could do whatever I wanted. Let me tell 
you, this horse impressed me.” 

Still, despite confirmed talent and a 
convincing bree 2 e. Union Rags needed to 
deliver. Nearly a champion at 2 (a mean¬ 
dering final furlong in the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile to lose by a head cost him that 
title) and under-achieving at 3, the teen idol 
was running out of excuses. Sure, he had 
rough trips, but was it he who was making 
them rough? 

Already considered potential spoilers. 
Union Rags and DuUahan commanded 
most of the pre-race attention after I’ll 
Have Another was scratched (and retired). 
DuUahan finished third in the Derby for 
trainer Dale Romans, who raved about 
his horse’s Belmont preparations. The son 
of Even the Score looked Uke he’d thrive 
at the distance, and signaled his readiness 
with a half-mile bree 2 e over the track in 
45.97 seconds six days out. 

Union Rags finished seventh in the 
Derby, and went back to Fair HiU, where 
Mat2 mixed training with down time in 
a paddock or round pen—rebuilding his 
horse for another crack at the best 3-year- 
olds in the country. The trainer used the 
time to contemplate the missed opportu¬ 
nity in Kentucky, to discuss a change at 



jockey, to ponder his horse’s abiUty to get 
the Belmont’s marathon distance-even 
taking a phone call about Dixie Union’s 
inabiUty to sire horses who won beyond 
1 Vs mUes. 

“Was that to try to confuse me more or 
to teU me not to run the horse or what?” 
Mat 2 asked, rhetoricaUy, afterward. “We 
didn’t know (about the distance), but we 
thought he probably had as good a chance 
of doing it as any of them because of the 
way he gaUops, the way he finishes strong.” 

Ultimately, Mat 2 felt his horse deserved 
another opportunity to prove himself. “I 
thought he should have a chance at one of 
these Triple Crown races.” 

The Belmont offered that chance, the 
last one. 

Racing for Zayat Stable and trainer Bob 
Baffert, the same connections as Derby and 
Preakness runner-up Bodemeister, Paynter 
jumped into the Belmont off an aUow- 
ance victory on Preakness Day. Others in 
the field of 11 included D. Wayne Lukas- 
trained Derby/Preakness starter Opti- 
mi 2 er, the stretch-running Street Life, 
trainer Ken McPeek’s duo of Atigun and 
Unstoppable U, plus My Adonis from the 
barn of Kelly Breen (who won the 2011 
Belmont with Ruler On Ice). 

Vela 2 que 2 practiced a two-word man¬ 
tra before the race. “Going forward.” He 
repeated that statement to himself, to Mat 2 , 
to assistant Peter Brette, to whomever 
wanted to listen. In an 11-minute interview 
previewing the race, the jockey said it over 
and over, like an anchorman going over 
his closing. The horse hadn’t gone forward 


in a race since the Fountain of Youth. 
Malleable as Play-Doh, Union Rags will do 
anything trainer or jockey asks. Take back, 
no problem. But, sometimes, taking back 
in the maelstrom of deep 3-year-old stakes 
will lead to disaster and, so far, that’s what 
had happened to Union Rags. 

Vela 2 que 2 wasn’t going to make that 
mistake. Sometimes it’s simply simplifying 
that separates the best from the good. 
Vela 2 que 2 dumbed it down to a few impor¬ 
tant rules: move forward, follow fast horses 
not slow ones, give him a chance. 

“My job is to come in and ride the race, 
win the race,” Vela 2 que 2 said before the 
Belmont. “We have to change his luck, I 
just hope he breaks well and gets in a good 
rhythm where I’m not in his mouth, if he 
does that, we’ll be in good shape. To teU 
you the truth, I don’t really have a plan for 
him, I just want to move forward with him. 
That’s the key.” 

There it was again, move forward. 

Vela 2 que 2 has moved forward since 
joining the New York riding colony in the 
early 1990s. In winning his second Belmont 
(his first was aboard filly Rags to Riches), 
the first-baUot HaU of Famer earlier this 
year affirmed that accolade with Picasso 
flourish and Great WaUenda panache. 

Moving forward? Like they were pulled 
by a magnet. 

Mike Smith gunned Paynter to the lead 
from post nine as Union Rags broke cleanly 
from post three. Vela 2 que 2 subtly nudged 
the colt for a stride or two, reminding him 
to get tight on his feet. The jockey allowed 
OptimUer to move past from the inside 
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and Unstoppable U and My Adonis to 
cleat from the outside. Perfect. Fifth and 
finessed, Union Rags finally had his spot 
as Paynter set off to steal the 12-furlong 
classic. 

Positive and definitive, Vela 2 que 2 guid¬ 
ed Union Rags inside My Adonis halfway 
down the backside, then inside a retreat¬ 
ing Optimi 2 er. From there, it got dicey as 
Paynter continued to travel. My Adonis ral¬ 
lied to the outside of Unstoppable U and 
longshot Atigun ranged up to put another 
stitch in the hem. Vela2que2 had no choice, 
he kept his position aU the way around 
the turn, pedaling when there was room, 
coasting when there wasn't, as a four-horse 
Dagwood sandwich stacked up in front 
of him. Leparoux, Union Rags' ex-pilot, 
stuck the toothpick square through the 
center, keeping Atigun in place, sheathing 
any chance of an overland route for Union 
Rags. StiU, Vela 2 que 2 stomached it, making 
sure Union Rags was on his toes to pounce 
when the hole opened, wherever it opened. 

It never really opened. It was simply 
pried clear by a game horse and a gamer 
jockey 

Vela 2 que 2 stayed on the rail, riding the 
heels of Paynter as Leparoux implored Ati¬ 


gun to keep his finger on the cut. Finally, 
Smith switched to his calling card, the one 
which has won him so many races in a HaU 
of Fame career, sliding his whip from his 
right hand to his left, strafing a dead-game 
Paynter with a patented Smith wave. That's 
when Vela 2 que 2 tit the fuse, rocking Union 
Rags through the stiver of tight. 

In a flash. Union Rags wedged his way 
into the spot, propping open the door and 
then slamming it with a determined rally 
along the rail. He finally drew on even 
terms with Paynter, Vela2que2 flicking his 
whip right-handed down past the horse's 
ear and eye. He got there, finally, winning 
by a neck. Vela 2 que 2 stood up at the wire, 
thrust his right hand, downward, punc¬ 
turing the dead air of Belmont Park and 
punctuating the denouement of another 
unfathomable Triple Crown. 

For Union Rags, it was graduation. For 
Vela 2 que 2 , it was another pivotal moment 
in a momentous career. For Wyeth, it was 
the culmination of a deep, long history in 
Thoroughbred racing, her biggest day in a 
life of big days. For Mat 2 , it was affirma¬ 
tion, confirmation, simply relief 

All because a horse and a jockey scraped 
through on the fence, when they had every 


right to not get through, to waver, to hesi¬ 
tate, to post another asterisk in the book. 

Wyeth and Mat 2 shared in the drama 
with the rest of the 85,811 at Belmont. 

‘‘Halfway down the stretch, I was sure 
we'd lost it. There was no way we could 
get out, no way we could get through," the 
owner said. “Johnny was so great and the 
horse was courageous and strong enough 
to come and do that type of thing. It would 
have been easy to not go there. He'd had a 
bad trip in the Derby, it happens to horses. 
They start to ask ‘Do I need this? Do I 
want to run? Do I want to try that hard?' " 

Mat 2 knows his horse answered that 
question, with a tittle help from Vela 2 que 2 . 

“Johnny was a tittle bit more, you'd have 
to say aggressive, positive, whatever you 
want to say. He said, ‘Get yourself going a 
tittle bit,'" the trainer said. “I don't know if 
I was yelling at the TV, yelling at him, yell¬ 
ing at Johnny. I was yelling. Johnny said a 
lot of horses wouldn't come through there 
but when he got his head in there he was 
going through there. He's a big horse and 
sometimes you've got to make your way." 

It might have taken longer than anyone 
wanted, but Union Rags made his way. ^

Turbo Compressor ships in, speeds 
to turf stakes score for Fletcher

T odd Pletcher scanned the form of the Colonial Turf Cup, mak¬ 
ing one-word mental notes about each of the 12 runners in the 
$500,000 turf stakes at Colonial Downs in New Kent, Va. 

He used three words. Total. 

“No speed. No speed. No speed. No speed. Us. No speed. No speed. 
No speed . . ’’ 


Pletcher, in turn, prepped Joe Bravo 
after the jockey rode for the nation’s leading 
trainer at Belmont Park earher in the day 

‘‘Man, this looks like it’s made to 
order,” Pletcher said to Bravo. 

Turbo Compressor had hopped on the 
van that morning of June 16 and arrived 
in Kim Boniface’s care at Colonial, Bravo 
hopped a plane after riding at Belmont, 
Pletcher relaxed at home with his family 
(and his computer) and the iyi6-mile stakes 
played out just as Pletcher dreamed up. 

Owned by P and G Stable and Off 
the Hook LLC, Turbo Compressor con¬ 
tinued to flourish on the turf, sauntering 
to the lead, putting 10 rivals on the run, 
winning his sixth career race and second 
since switching to the turf this winter, and 
increasing his earnings to $620,960. 

Bravo allowed Turbo Compressor 
to roll to the lead, opening a length on 
Humble and Hungry through a quarter- 
mile in :24.34 and a half in :49.78. Fellow 
New York shipper and second-choice Air 
Support adopted his usual spot near the 
back, relaxing in eighth. Colonial’s lead¬ 
ing jockey Sheldon Russell parked last 
year’s winner, Rahystrada, in fifth. Into and 
around the final mrn. Turbo Compressor 
hit the button labeled with his name, open¬ 
ing a quick 3-length lead before holding on 
to an easy 1 H-length win over Air Support 
and Rahystrada in 1:55.15. 

Just as it was meant to be. 

“It was one of those races where you’re 
looking at the PPs and going, ‘Wow, this 
looks ideal,’ and it worked out that way,” 
Pletcher said. “Joe was at Belmont earher 
that day and we talked about that strategy. 
Joe did a nice job walking the dog on the 
front end.” 


Like David Fitzpatrick, the handler for 
Malachy the Pekingese at the 2012 West¬ 
minster Kennel Club Dog Show. 

Pletcher avoids trying to recreate the 
world, the multiple Echpse Award-winning 
trainer hkes to allow horses to do what 
they do best. Turbo Compressor joined the 
stable last summer and has now won five 
races from 10 starts for Pletcher, including 
wire jobs in the Curhn at Saratoga, the Carl 
G. Rose Classic at Calder, his turf debut 
at Gulfstream and Colonial’s premier turf 
event for older horses. 

A sohd horse on the dirt (he finished 
third to Mucho Macho Man and Ron the 
Greek in the Florida Sunshine Millions 
Classic in January), Turbo Compressor 
has recreated himself with two wins from 
three starts since Pletcher switched him to 
the turf this winter. 

“He’s got a httle bit of pedigree on 
the bottom side and we were looking for 
options and there weren’t a lot so, know¬ 
ing he had some turf in his pedigree, we 
decided to work him on the turf and he 
worked really, really well,” Pletcher said. 
“At that point, we decided to run him in 
that allowance race, which he took to very 
well and won impressively.” 

Turbo Compressor exited his worst 
career performance, an eighth in Churchill 
Downs’ Woodford Reserve Turf Classic- 
Gl, when Rafael Bejarano took him back 
off of front-running winner Little Mike 
(with Bravo). That won’t happen again. 

“He didn’t really fire the same kind of 
race at Churchill, maybe didn’t love the 
turf course there, probably didn’t ride 
him properly, he’s a horse who hkes to 
be involved early and we probably took 
him back too much,” Pletcher said. “We 
regrouped and looked for the right spot, 
we felt hke the pace scenario at Colonial 


was good for him. We were concerned 
[about the Churchill loss], but at the same 
time, it was a very difficult race, not a good 
pace setup for him, the trip didn’t go the 
way we wanted it to. Considering all of 
that, we just kind of drew a hne through it 
and regrouped.” 

That hne went south from Belmont 
Park to Colonial Downs, a 380-mile trip. 
Pletcher opted to give Turbo Compressor 
one stressful day instead of a couple, ship¬ 
ping the son of Halo’s Image to Virginia 
Saturday morning. 

“He tends to take a few days to settle 
in,” Pletcher said. “We shipped in on 
Tuesday at Churchill, and he was worried 
for a couple of days so I figured if he’s 
going to worry, let him worry for a few 
hours instead of a couple of days.” 

Former trainer Carlos Morales, who’s 
part owner of Off the Hook, sent Turbo 
Compressor to Pletcher after the $22,000 
2-year-old purchase finished second in the 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales Sophomore Stakes 
at Tampa Bay Downs for trainer Gilberto 
Zerpa in 2011. Pletcher knew Morales 
from his years in New York (and took the 
horse confidently). 

“I’ve known Carlos for a long time and 
respect his opinion,” Pletcher said. “He 
trained in New York long enough to know 
what kind of horse fits on this circuit. He’d 
have a good line on him.” 

Morales’ cousin, Nerina Morales, and 
her husband, Hernando Gutierrez, of P 
and G Stable weren’t so sure when Morales 
showed them the Florida-bred bay colt 
back in April 2010. Nicknamed Pimpi 
(from her grandmother) and Guty (short 
for Gutierrez), the couple traveled from 
their Fort Lauderdale home to Ocala to see 
the horse. 

Guty wasn’t impressed. 

“Oh, my God,” he said. “It’s such a 
small horse.” 

Morales offered a warranty. “If you 
want, we can get you another horse.” 

Pimpi wouldn’t hear of it. “No, you 
don’t change the luck, that’s our horse and 
we’re going to keep him.” 

The small horse has grown into the big 
horse. ^

Speed rules 
on night for stars 

Sum of the Parts, Good Lord shine the brightest

T alented 3-year-old Sum of the Parts brought home the biggest 
payday, a blazing 5-year-old apdy named Good Lord Uved up to 
that moniker, and jockey Leandro Goncalves had the best seat in 
the house when it mattered most during the fifth annual Charles Town 
Sprint Festival June 30. 


Goncalves, a Kentucky-based jockey 
originally from Brazil, found the long trip 
to West Virginia more than worthwhile 
as he had the winning mounts for the 
two biggest races of the night, aboard 
Good Lord in the $100,000 Wild and 
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Good Lord started a big night for Kentucky-based jockey Leandro Goncaives, winning the Wiid and Wonderfui and setting a track record in the process. 


Wonderful Stakes, and Sum of the Parts in 
the $400,000 Red Legend Stakes. 

‘‘Can’t complain about this place, you 
know what I mean?” said Goncaives, who 
ranks among the nation’s leading jockeys 
by wins this year. “It good to be here— 
good money, and it’s a great day.” 

The night started perfectly when Gon¬ 
caives chmbed aboard Good Lord, the 
first of his two mounts on the card, for 
the 7-furlong Wild and Wonderful for 
3-year-olds and up. What the six-horse 
field lacked in si 2 e it more than made up 
for in quality, with the favored Bandbox 
and the always-dangerous West Virginia- 
bred Russell Road figuring to duel for top 
honors. Good Lord went off as the 11-1 
fifth choice. From the break, Goncaives 
knew the plan he’d discussed with trainer 
Forrest Kaehn was, well, pretty much out 
the window. 

“Forrest told me before the race to lay 
third, fourth, wherever he was comfort¬ 
able,” Goncaives said. “But he broke really 
sharp and took me to the front. [KaeHn] 


was very surprised. Frankly, I was surprised 
too. I didn’t expect to be in the front.” 

Owned by Bowling Green, Ky, busi¬ 
nessmen Thomas Shank and Stan Young, 
the 5-year-old son of Greatness had never 
shown a penchant for the lead, even when 
fourth in the 2011 running of the Wild and 
Wonderful. Really, Kaehn’s entry had not 
shown any early speed in his previous five 
starts of 2012, including the most recent, 
a fourth in the Grade 3 Aristides Stakes at 
Churchill Downs on June 2. It was enough 
to make Kaehn grimace as he watched 
Good Lord doggedly hold the lead for a 
wire-to-wire victory. 

“I thought we’d be laying third or 
fourth,” the trainer said. “He came from 
behind when he won at Churchill (a May 
2011 allowance)—he laid fourth and third.” 

Kaehn needn’t have worried about his 
Florida-bred runner, not on this night. 
Good Lord snapped a 12-race losing 
streak and wrote his name in Charles 
Town’s record book. Pressed throughout 
by Bandbox, the winner simply ran the race 


his way. The result was a stakes upset by IVa 
lengths and a track record of 1:22.68. 

Making just his second visit to Charles 
Town, Goncaives felt at home negotiating 
the track’s sharp mrns. As it turned out. 
Good Lord felt the same way. 

“I’ve ridden tracks hke that before in 
England, so it was something I’m used to,” 
Goncaives said. “You need a horse to hand 
ride, you know. He pretty much broke and 
took me to the lead.” 

Bandbox settled for second, while 
Hurricane Ike was nearly 9 lengths back in 
third. Milhonaire Russell Road failed to get 
to the winner’s circle for first time in three 
trips in 2012, having to settle for fourth. 

Sum of the Parts goes to front, 
takes down rich Red Legend 

The stars of the 3-year-old class didn’t 
show for the Red Legend Stakes, and per¬ 
haps that was a wise move considering the 
performance of Kentucky-bred colt Sum 
of the Parts. With Goncaives at the reins. 
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would have him ready 100 percent, 110 
percent for this race.” 

This time, Goncalves wanted to get to 
the front-a clean break from the gate was 
all he was hoping for in the 7-furlong test. 

‘‘He’s a very fast horse-so he broke, 
and he’s so quick he kind of stumbled a 
httle bit,” Goncalves said. “But when he 
got to the front, he’s the kind of horse 
where he can sit and wait. He’s got a big 
kick, you know, and tonight he showed that 
again. I knew I had a big shot to win this 
race, as long as I broke good and got to the 
front. I knew I had the speed, a horse to do 
that. I didn’t get out perfect, but it worked 
out good.” 

Goncalves ducked Sum of the Parts 
to the rail and as they shot past the stands 
the first time, the colt threw a shoe-which 
obviously didn’t affect the outcome in the 
least. The winner drew off around the 
far mrn and finished lengths ahead of 
favorite II Villano while stopping the clock 
in 1:23.98. Longshot Mr. Handsome was 
another 6% lengths back in third. 

II ViUano-fresh off a third behind 
Trinniberg in Belmont’s Grade 2 Woody 
Stephens Stakes after scoring in Pimlico’s 
Chick Lang Stakes-remained winless in 
races longer than 6 furlongs. 

Sum of the Parts is yet another stakes 
winner for one of the nation’s leading 
owners, Klaravich Stables Inc. and William 
H. Lawrence. The colt, purchased in the 
name of EQB Inc.’s Patti Miller out of the 
Barretts March 2-year-olds in training sale 
for |150,000, is now a winner of four races 
from eight starts, and has earned $380,463. 

Charles Town sprint star 
Immortal Eyes wins again 

Robert Abbo has been around long 
enough to know that when it comes to 
horses, there are absolutely, unequivocally 
no guarantees that past performance wiU 
equal future success. He knows it, sure, and 
yet when he comes to Charles Town with 
his dazzling sprinter Immortal Eyes-weU, 
maybe he wonders about it a bit. 

After all, Abbo’s 7-year-old Florida- 
bred sprinter just seems to own the track, 
having posted six victories in seven starts 
(the non-win was a second) and holding 
a track record heading into the $70,000 
Charles Town Dash. 

“There’s no such thing as a sure 
thing—you’ve seen it a million times—but 
this horse, here, is really tough,” Abbo 
said. “It’s such a treat to see him run. I’m 
nervous aU day long. It’s the only time I 
get nervous anymore—my life is pretty

the son of Speights town and the Slew’s 
Royalty mare Enjoy the Moment did his 
best impression of Good Lord, going 
practically wire-to-wire against seven rivals. 

Not among his rivals were Kentucky 
Derby-Gl starters and Red Legend nomi¬ 
nees Hansen, Trinniberg, Done Talking 
and Prospective. The most highly sought 
of the quartet, Hansen, even made the 
entries but opted for the Iowa Derby-G3 
on the same evening, which he won easily. 

Sum of the Parts, the Tom Amoss- 
trained fourth choice, did seem an unlikely 


winner. He entered with a 2-for-2 mark 
in 2012, true enough, but those wins had 
come on Keeneland’s Polytrack, followed 
by a nail-biting stakes win on Tapeta at 
Presque Isle Downs, both for jockey Juhen 
Leparoux. Goncalves had not ridden Sum 
of the Parts in nearly a year. StiU, he had no 
concerns about his mount re-accUmating 
to the dirt. 

“He’d been training like a million dol¬ 
lars, so I was not really worried about the 
dirt,” Goncalves said. “I was a htde con¬ 
cerned about the seven-eighths, but Tom 
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simple, except for these races. And thafs when my heart beats a 
little faster.” 

If any horse could give Abbo the option of relaxing on race 
day, ifs Immortal Eyes. He made it three straight victories in the 
Dash with another blazing performance over furlongs. Under 
Travis Dunkelberger, Immortal Eyes kept the heat on race leader 
Map of the World before spurting ahead midway down the stretch 
to win by 1lengths in :50.50. It wasn’t quite up to the bay geld¬ 
ing’s track mark of :50.09 (set April 16, 2011), but assistant trainer 
Mike Charles knew he had a glowing report to dehver to his boss, 
Damon Dilodovico. 

“Last time was his first start in a while going 4!/^ —sometimes 
they need it, kind of gets them sharper going there,” Charles said. 
“Once he got out there and basically sat second, it was his race to 
lose, right? I hate to admit it, but the last flash I definitely looked 
up [at the teletimer] to see. Where we at now?’ But that’s okay—a 
win’s a win. We’U keep the record.” 

Dunkelberger said he got a good break from Immortal Eyes, 
and that’s about aU there is to it when it comes to the son of 
Greatness. 

“He loves it here, and he just showed that. He could’ve gone 
faster, he just didn’t need to,” Dunkelberger said. “He’s such a nice 
horse to ride.” 

Charles thinks aU the Charles Town success can be attributed to 
Immortal Eyes’ ability to deftly handle the sharp mrns, a skill the 
7-year-old shares with another Dilodovico-trainer runner who’s 
had considerable luck at the track. Love’s Strong Hart. 

“People bring horses in here they think are fast, but it’s a dif¬ 
ferent kind of speed,” Charles said. “It’s tough and it’s definitely 
a unique thing. That’s the key—you’ve got to run the turns. If you 
can run the turns, you don’t even have to make the lead. That’s the 
whole key, though, and he runs the turns.” 

Immortal Eyes continues to impress his owner. “These guys 
did such a good job with this horse,” Abbo said. “I couldn’t get 
him to train in Florida. He just wouldn’t go to the track. These 
guys are riding him loose —he’s as calm as can be now.” 

Fortune smiles on Doe in Lady Charles Town 

Trainer Wayne Cole soaked up his good formne as he cheer¬ 
fully exchanged handshakes and swapped stories following Doe’s 
victory in the $75,000 Lady Charles Town Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies. 

Cole felt fortunate to have such an enthusiastic and supportive 
owner in Carmen Micucio Jr., lucky to be able to field a runner as 
talented as Doe and happy to have electricity. 

The latter wasn’t always so, as a strong hne of thunderstorms 
swept through the Mid-Atlantic region the night before, knocking 
down trees and power lines in a damaging path of destruction. 
Based at Laurel Park, Cole found out early Samrday that the hghts 
were most definitely off there. 

“It’s lucky we came when we did, because a hell of a storm 
came through down there and tore up the barns,” Cole said. ‘We 
had no electricity. We weren’t coming up here until late. We got to 
the barn at 6 o’clock, saw there was no electricity and said ‘Let’s 
just pack her up and get up here early’ Thank God they’ve got 
electricity in the barn.” 

Doe didn’t seem to mind the early arrival, settling in nicely 
under J.D Acosta for a wire-to-wire victory as the favorite. She 
covered the 7-furlong distance in 1:24.42 to win by a length. 

“I knew she could be tough,” Acosta said. “I didn’t know if 
she could beat these kinds of horses. The eight [New York ship¬ 


per Hard Mystery] was looking like a tough horse right there, and 
the two [Jazzy Idea] was tough. She’s brave enough. She just has 
to learn to switch the lead down the lane and not keep running the 
left front until she hooks up with horses.” 

Jazzy Idea kept constant company with Doe throughout. And 
when his fiUy pinned her ears after Jazzy Idea briefly nosed ahead, 
Acosta feared the worst. 

“Normally they stop when the horse comes by, but she kept 
running,” Acosta said. “So about 50 yards before the wire, she 
opened up a little bit and gave a little extra kick. The third quarter 
was fast and the final time was really strong.” 

The Kentucky-bred daughter of Forestry out of Spin Control 
(by A.P Indy) boosted her career mark to six wins in 17 starts, 
including two wins in four tries at Charles Town. Picked up 
from owner PTK LLC and trainer Dane Kobiskie on a $40,000 
claim from a March 10 race at Laurel, Doe has scored two victo¬ 
ries-both stakes-in two starts for Cole. 

“We have another fiUy, and she would beat us aU the time,” Cole 
said of Doe. “The owner got tired of us getting beat by her, so he 
said next time she runs we’re going to claim her. So he claimed her, 
and it’s probably been the best claim he’s ever made. She’s got a lot 
of heart. She just needed a little bit of time off She is well-bred. 
She just needed a little vacation.” 

Even the weather cooperated with Cole. Another threatening 
storm system never developed over Charles Town, leaving Doe to 
run on a dry surface. 

“I was scared-she’s not a mudder, she’s never ran in the mud,” 
Cole said. “I was worried about that.” 

Jazzy Idea held on for second. Moon Philly finished third. ^

Palamonium opens 
season with record

R ejuvenated after a nine-month winter 
rest, Briardale Stable’s Palamonium 
returned with a bang June 16, setting 
a course record in winning a 7 -furlong 
open claimer over 10 rivals. 

With noted mrf rider Victor Molina 
aboard, Palamonium jumped right to the 
lead on the firm going and estabhshed an 
immediate advantage. Johnnyjimmychoo 
took up the chase, but Palamonium was 
off and winging as if someone had given 
him a hotfoot, widening his lead at every 
pole. In mid-stretch, the 6-year-old gelding 
led by 5 lengths, and swept under the wire 
with ease, stopping the timer in 1:28.95, 
which echpsed the old mark of 1:30. The 
winner raced for a $16,000 tag and earned 
more than |26,000 with the win. 

It was the fifth lifetime score for the 
son of SyncHne, bred in Pennsylvania by 
George Strawbridge Jr. A mere $5,000 
purchase at the 2007 Fasig-Tipton Eastern 


FaU yearling sale at Timonium, the dark 
bay or brown gelding reached $203,570 in 
career earnings. 

‘‘He is very good at five-eighths of a 
mile on turf, but I thought that the 7V2 fur¬ 



longs for the first start of the year would be 
easier on him,” said Maryland-based train¬ 
er Kieron Magee. “When they announced 
that he had shattered the course record by 
more than one second, I thought, ‘oh my 
Lord!’ There was no one more shocked 
than me.” 

Magee said that after Palamonium’s 
final start of 2011 (on Sept. 25), he was 
given the winter off, and received six weeks 
of prep this spring at Ronnie and Betsy 
Houghton’s Sylmar Farm in Christiana, Pa., 
before rejoining Magee’s Bowie stable. 

“He came to me with a great founda¬ 
tion, and I only had to work him three or 
four times and he was ready to go,” said 
Magee. “This was quite a thrill.” 

A native of Wicklow, Ireland, Magee 
trains 22 horses. His father, Mac Magee, 
was a steeplechase rider in that country, as 
was his grandfather, Jim Magee. 

“I rode in a few races myself,” said 
Magee. “But I got too heavy to ride. I gal¬ 
loped horses for many years, but then I was 
encouraged to get my trainer’s hcense in 
1999 by Bo WilHams, who gave me my first 
horse. Bo is stiU with me today.” 

Magee jumped to a quick start to 
2012, winning 17 of 68 starts (25 percent) 
through June 23, and had a 53 percent in- 
the-money rate. 

On the top and bottom of his pedigree, 
Palamonium carries the blood of many 
horses bred by Strawbridge—beginning 
with his sire, SyncHne, a stakes-winning 
son of Danzig and Annie Edge (Jre), 
who currently stands at McMaster Farm 
in Michigan. Annie Edge proved to be 
an outstanding producer for the promi¬ 
nent owner/breeder, as the dam of cham¬ 
pion Selkirk, graded winner Rory Creek 
and SyncHne’s stakes-winning full sibhngs 
Rimrod (now at stud in Pennsylvania), 
SkiUington and multiple graded winner and 
classic-placed Seebe. 

Palamonium’s dam, the Saint Ballado 
mare Silview, was also bred by Strawbridge; 
in addition to Palamonium, she has pro¬ 
duced the German stakes winner VianeUo, 
from the first crop of Rimrod. 

BEN’S CAT DOES IT AGAIN 

One day after Palamonium’s dash, 
another course record fell at the Bensalem 
track, this time in the $150,000 Parx Dash 
Handicap. 

The versatile 6-year-old warrior Ben’s 
Cat, who earned an invitation to last year’s 
Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-G2 with his 
victory in the 2011 Turf Monster Handi- 
cap-G3 at Parx, registered his second win 
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of 2012 in the Parx Dash, coming from 
just off the pace to blow by the leaders 
late and post a 2-length tally in :54.96 for 
5 furlongs. He eclipsed the old mark of 
:55.53 set by Smart Enough in the 2007 
Turf Monster. 

Dismissed at 10-1 due in large part 
to off-the-board finishes in his two most 
recent starts, the son of Parker's Storm 
Cat paid a generous $22.80 and earned 
$90,000. Favored Bridgetown was second, 
and second-choice Perfect Officer third. 

Ben's Cat is a homebred for his trainer, 
Maryland legend King T. Leatherbury, win¬ 
ner of more than 6,300 races in a 53-year 
career. The gelding improved to 16-for-24 
in his career, with $939,090 earned. 

QUICK SLOANE RANGER 
SHOOTS DOWN ANOTHER WIN 

Vicki Schowe's homebred Sloane 
Ranger is getting older-and better. 
The 6-year-old Pennsylvania-bred geld¬ 
ing by Parker's Storm Cat ran a solid 
group of local speedsters off their feet in 
the $150,000 Donald LeVine Memorial 
Handicap on June 23, leading at every pole 
and winning the 7-furlong event by a neck 
in 1:23.03 under Frankie Pennington. 

Rounding out the top spots in the 
open stakes were two other Pennsylvania- 
breds—William J. Hartwell's Golddigger's 
Boy and Silver Rod Stables' Rod's Five Star. 

The victory in the LeVine was the sev¬ 
enth from 28 starts for Sloane Ranger, who 
last year won the Maryland MiUion Sprint 
Handicap at Laurel. 

^‘He's 6, but he acts like he's a 4-year- 
old," said trainer Marty Ciresa. ‘‘He came 
out of the gate really well, and he relaxed 
for Frankie. Every horse that made a 
run at him, he handled beautifully. That's 
the difference between last year and this 
year-he's able to relax." 

Sloane Ranger, out of the You and I 
mare Toppenish, is known as “Trouper" 
around the barn. That's because, said 
Ciresa, when he was foaled his dam 
became colicky and spent time at the 
New Bolton Center of the University 
of Pennsylvania, so he got the nickname 
because he was such a trouper throughout 
the whole ordeal. 

Ciresa, a native of Englewood, N.J., has 
been training since 1992. In the 1990s, he 
would winter at Garden State Park and run 
at Monmouth Park and Philadelphia Park 
during the warmer months. Beginning in 
2001, he stabled full-time at Philadelphia 
for five years, and the barn included Litde

Matth Man, who won the Whirlaway 
Stakes at Aqueduct in 2004 and placed 
in the Lane's End Stakes-G2. Ciresa also 
trained the multiple graded stakes winner 
and 2004 Maryland Million Classic winner 
Presidentialaffair, an earner of $765,168. 

Now Ciresa is stabled and Hves at Bob 
Folk's Folk Farm near Oxford, Pa., which 
features a half-mile track and swimming 
pool in a quiet atmosphere. Ciresa is recov¬ 
ering from a head injury suffered in a car 
accident several years ago near the farm, 
which affected his short-term memory. 


but says he is doing well, thanks to people 
like Schowe, who has helped him with the 
stable operation. 

Through June 24, Ciresa had produced 
four wins from just six starts with earnings 
of more than $154,000. 

“Being stabled on the farm is also great 
for Trouper," said Ciresa. “He loves it, and 
he loves to train. He seems to know he's 
the king when he goes out on that track. 
He'll just come out and stand there, look at 
the cows across the field, and then do his

Renpher Stable’s Oliva 
makes most of change 
to his job description

B ob Oliva’s Renpher Stable has had 
much success since its inception in 
2002, winning nearly 150 races for 
its many partnership investors and cam¬ 
paigning graded stakes-winning fiUy Our 
Khrysty 

During that time, Renpher employed 
several trainers, including Todd Beattie, 
Heather O’Hearn, Kim Graci and Lester 
Stickler Jr. The newest trainer for Renpher 
Stable, however, is Oliva himself 

always wanted to hde,” said OUva, 
^But I outgrew my ambition. The next 
thing on my bucket list was to become a 
trainer.” 

Ohva spent a lot of time with Renpher’s 
trainers, learning all he could. When he 
took the four-part Pennsylvania trainer’s 
test earlier this spring, he passed them all 
on his first attempt. 


‘‘When I got the results of the fourth 
part, I was HteraUy crying, I was so happy,” 
he said. 

Oliva’s next step was to transfer the 
Renpher horses to his name, and then 
secure stalls from Penn National. He said 
that, although most partners originally 
thought they were investing with a “real” 
trainer, he has received “unbelievable” 
support as he made the transition from 
simply managing to being both manager 
and trainer. 

And the transition could not have gone 
any more smoothly. Within the first few 
weeks, he found the winner’s circle, with 
his first victory coming May 31 with the 
fiUy Bess’ Dream. 

“I wanted to cry again,” he said. “I 
just knew my father was up there, looking 
down, and watching it aU.” 


Bess’ Dream has mrned out to be a suc¬ 
cess story. After being acquired privately 
in March, she won four in a row, scoring 
first for a $5,000 claiming price and then 
gradually moving up the ranks to prevail in 
a $36,000 allowance on June 23. The latter 
victory boosted her 2012 record to four 
wins from six starts, with $47,946 earned. 

Through the end of June, Bess’ Dream 
was tied for the tide of winningest horse at 
the Penn National meet with Forever 
Tango. 

As for OUva, he won four of his first 
14 starts, with a second and a third, and 
compiled $73,550 in purse earnings. He 
also experienced the thrill of saddling two 
winners on one card, when My Spy and 
Penny’s Boat got the job done June 14. 

“We’ve got four wins, and we’re having 
a ball in my barn,” said OUva. “I am enjoy¬ 
ing every minute of it.” 

LENAPE RIM KEEPS ON WINNING 

Norris GeUnan, Daniel McConnell and 
trainer Mike Salvaggio Jr.’s Lenape Rim 
extended a remarkably consistent career 
with a victory in the $75,000 Lyphard 
Stakes on June 15. The 4-year-old gray 
or roan daughter of Pennsylvania stalUon 
Rimrod won for the sixth time in 16 career 
starts (with six seconds and two thirds) 
dating to her debut win at Penn National 
in October 2010. 

The Lyphard was the first time Salvag¬ 
gio started Lenape Rim on the turf With 
WUUam Otero up, she handled the surface 
switch with aplomb. Settiing down along 
the inside of the 1 Lie-mile Lyphard, which 
drew veteran grass performers Weeper, 
Little Often Anni, RosaUta’s Wish and Sky 
Willow, Lenape Rim stalked the pace set 
by Weeper. 

Around the far turn, she made her 
bid while stiU down on the rail, bursting 
through to overtake Weeper in midstretch, 
and then fending off Little Often Anni 
to prevail by a head. Sky Willow was a 
length back in third. Weeper faded to 
fourth, and favored Ask Me Anything was 
fifth. The final time over the firm course 
was 1:43.71. The $45,000 winner’s share 
boosted Lenape Rim’s career earnings to 
$274,003. 

The first stakes winner from the winning 
Nepal mare Mai Debeau, Lenape Rim was 
bred in Pennsylvania by Margaret Hoover 
Brigham. A granddaughter to President 
Herbert Hoover, Brigham passed away in 
2011 at 84. She routinely named horses after 
the area near her farm in West Chester— 
often using Lenape and Pocopson—and 
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bred three generations of Lenape Rim’s 
female family through Mai Debeau, Ave 
Pacem and Lenape Rose. 

SIMON FINDING SUCCESS IN MOVE 

A newcomer to the Penn National 
backstretch is trainer Chuck Simon, who 
sent a contingent of 12 horses in late May 

A former assistant to HaU of Famer 
Allen Jerkens, the Saratoga Springs, N.Y., 
native had been based in Kentucky. He 
relocated in 2010 because of Pennsylvania’s 
slots-enriched program, initially stabling at 
Parx Racing and maintaining a string at the 
Mt. Holly training farm in Mt. Holly, N.J. 
But he gave up his stalls at Parx. 

decided that it was easier to stable 
at Penn National year-round and race the 
Parx horses from Mt. HoUy,” said Simon, 
who has trained the tikes of Grade 2 stakes 
winner Battle Won. “The fact that I have a 
bunch of Pennsylvania-bred maidens and 
Penn National writes more of those races 
was a factor as well. Susan Ditter, who is 
my assistant at Penn, rode races there, so 
she is familiar with the track and area. I also 
sent 10 horses to Monmouth this summer, 
which has worked out really well so far. 
Being in three places is a bit of a challenge 
for a smaller outfit tike mine, but gives us 
the best opportunity to find the correct 
spots for our horses.” 

Simon found the winner’s circle on 
June 20 with Castle Peak Farm and 
Construction’s Who We Gunna Call, a 
5-year-old son of Ghost 2 apper. With 
Manual Chaves in the irons. Who We 
Gunna Call survived a dogfight to the fin¬ 
ish, winning by a neck as the favorite in the 
1 -mile claiming race. 

LONGSHOT DOMESTIC CIRCLE, 
NICHOLSON LIGHT UP BOARD 

Handicappers were scratching their 
heads after the results of the fourth race 
appeared on the tote board on June 21: 
Sandra Johnson’s Domestic Circle, the lon¬ 
gest shot in the field of 10, won by a neck 
and paid a whopping $108.60. 

But trainer Jimmy Nicholson Jr. wasn’t 
as surprised as those who wagered on the 
5-year-old son of Domestic Dispute in the 
1 Vie-mile turf event. 

“This horse had done pretty well down 
at Atlantic City,” said Nicholson. “He acted 
tike he never ran, but also showed he liked 
the grass. I thought he fit in this race, and 
couldn’t believe the odds.” 

Nicholson said another key was a feath¬ 
ery weight assignment of 109 pound, seven 
to 11 pounds less than the rest of the field.

Aboard was seven-pound bug rider Adam 
Bowman, who can ride as tight as 104. 

Nicholson’s roots extend deep into the 
history of Chester County, Pa. His great¬ 
grandfather, Joe, was renowned for his 
horse and buggy racing, while his grand¬ 
father, Harvey, was a steeplechase jockey 
who rode at Belmont Park and Delaware 
Park. 

Harvey Nicholson later became the 
longtime farm manager for Joseph Gian- 
giutio Sr., owner of Castle Rock Farm 
near UnionvUle, Pa., handling aU aspects 
of the horse operation, including stal¬ 
lions, foaling and mare care. According to 
Jimmy Nicholson, his grandfather knew 
Sam Riddle, the owner of Man o’ War, as 
well as Man o’ War’s groom. 

Asked whether he had bet on his horse, 
Nicholson laughed and shook his head no. 

“I was at my grandson’s birthday party,” 
he said, “and didn’t bet a nickel.” ^

Early juvenile winners 
create comparisons 
to track’s recent stars

I n the last several years, Delaware Park 
proved to be a launching pad for bud¬ 
ding careers of horses headed to nation¬ 
al stardom. 

Last season, baby races at the Stanton 
track showcased Belmont Stakes-Gl win¬ 
ner Union Rags and Kenmcky Oaks-Gl 
winner Believe You Can. Going back a 
few years, such juveniles as Barbaro, Afleet 
Alex, Ruler On Ice, Havre de Grace, Eight 
Belles, Proud Spell, Forever Together, 
Hard Spun, Tapit and Bellamy Road all 
found the winner’s circle for the first time 
at Delaware. 

It remains to be seen whether any 
2-year-olds of that caliber will break their 
maidens in 2012, but two served notice in 
June that they could have bright futures. 

On June 17, Barry and Joni Butzow’s 
The Absolute One gave an eye-opening 
performance in his first career start, romp¬ 
ing by 7 lengths in a $40,695 maiden 


special weight at Wi furlongs for trainer 
Michael Pino. The Absolute One was no 
secret at the windows, as he went off 
as the 9-5 choice in the field of eight. 
With Jose Caraballo aboard, the son of 
Songandaprayer broke sharply and pow¬ 
ered away to win going away in :52.26, a 
few ticks off the track mark of :51.80. 

‘‘I felt really good about him before 
the race,” said Pino. ^And I thought it 
was an impressive debut. This colt is very 
classy and smart, and has done everything 
right since I got him. I didn’t push him in 
his training, and he came to hand pretty 
quickly. He ate up after the race and acted 
like it didn’t faze him a bit.” 

The Absolute One was purchased at 
the 2011 Keeneland September yearling 
sale for $100,000 by the Butzows, who hail 
from Eden Prairie, Minn. He is the second 
foal out of the unraced Storm Cat mare 
Driving Rain, and his third dam is Grade 


1 winner Cuddles, by Mr. Prospector. The 
colt was bred in Kentucky by Cerca Trova, 
and he is also Delaware certified. 

The Butzows have had much success 
campaigning horses in their native state 
with trainer Hugh Robertson. Among the 
best was Sir Tricky, whose career ended 
with a win in the 2010 Minnesota Turf 
Championship. A 13-time winner. Sir 
Tricky won 12 of his races (seven stakes) 
at Canterbury Park, and his earnings of 
$315,633 there place him second on the 
track’s all-time list. 

In addition to Pino, the Butzows also 
have horses at Delaware Park with Hugh 
Robertson’s son McLean. 

Pino, brother of jockey Mario Pino, 
has horses at Delaware Park, Parx Racing 
and Sharp Farm, near Delaware Park in 
Middletown. The Delaware native started 
strong in 2012, winning 19 races from 73 
starts (26 percent). Overall, he has won 
1,340 races in his career, and earned purses 
in excess of $25 million. 

Also on the June 17 card, Atlantis 
Moon broke her maiden in her career 
debut in much the same fashion as The 
Absolute One-leading from gate to wire 
as the favorite in a field of seven 2-year- 
old fillies. 

Owned by Charles J. Zacney, Michael 
Dubb, Bethlehem Stables and Keith Jones, 
Atlantis Moon won the 5-furlong test by 
5 lengths under Jeremy Rose in 1:00.24. 
Trained by Tony Du trow, the bay earned 
$21,600 for her efforts. 

Atlantis Moon is a Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Malibu Moon out of the 
winning Affirmed mare Khulasah, and is 
a half-sister to Group 3-placed Josephus. 
She was purchased for $150,000 at the 
2011 Keeneland September yearling sale 
by Walnut Green of West Grove, Pa. 

LOVE AND PRIDE WINS GRADE 3 
OBEAH TO LEAD STAKES PARADE 

Delaware carded four stakes in June, 
topped by the Grade 3, $150,000 Obeah 
for fillies and mares at IVs miles June 16. 

Green HiUs Farm Inc.’s Love and Pride 
took the Obeah, the traditional prep for 
the Delaware Handicap-G2. The 4-year- 
old A.P Indy filly exited a second in the 
Allaire duPont Distaff Stakes-G3 at Pim- 
hco on Preakness Day. 

With Jeremy Rose aboard for trainer 
Todd Pletcher, Love and Phde set a solid 
pace throughout and held off favored Tiz 
Miz Sue to win by 1% lengths in 1:49.91. 
Check Point was another 9 lengths back 
in third. The Obeah was the winner’s third

stakes score as she pushed her career earn¬ 
ings to $370,760. Her dam, He de France, 
is a half-sister to classic winner, champion 
and top sire Bernardini. 

On the first Samrday in June, trainer 
Michael Matz tightened the girth on Teneri 
Farms’ Thundering Emilia for the $75,000 
John W, Rooney Memorial Stakes, con¬ 
tested at IMe miles on mrf 

Bred by Teneri Farm and Ashford Stud, 
the 6-year-old Thunder Gulch mare vied 
for the lead throughout with High Quality, 
then had enough left to fend off the chal¬ 
lenge of Martita Sangrita inside the eighth 
pole and prevail by a length under Juhan 
Pimentel. Thundering Emilia, out of the 
Saint Ballado mare Saint Emilia-Per, was 
timed in 1:42.37 over a firm course. 

One week later. Green Lantern Racing 
Stables LLC’s Wicked Mizz collected the 
first stakes victory of her young career in 
the $75,000 Go for Wand for 3-year-old 
fillies. 

With Rose riding for Dutrow, the daugh¬ 
ter of Mizzen Mast drew away from eight 
rivals down the lane to win by 2H lengths 
in 1:42.32 for the mile and 70 yards. The 
Florida-bred made her debut at Saratoga 
last August, finishing third, and then was 
not seen for six months. She returned in 
February at Parx Racing, where she broke 
her maiden, then missed next out by a nose 
in the Limit Stakes at Aqueduct in March. 
The Go for Wand was her fourth start. 
A half-sister to Grade 1 winner Wickedly 
Perfect and graded stakes-placed Ash Zee, 
Wicked Mizz is out of the Tactical Cat 
mare Wickedly Wise. 

A field of four turned out for the 
$150,000 Sweet and Sassy on June 23, 
and a hotly-contested race it was. Wayne 
Sanders and Larry Hirsch’s 5-year-old 
Oklahoma-bred mare Gleaming, a daugh¬ 


ter of Dehere, zipped 6 furlongs in 1:09.20 
to defeat 4-5 favorite Bold Affair by FA 
lengths, with Winning Image a head back 
in third. It was the fourth stakes victory 
for the W Bret Calhoun trainee, who began 
her career in 2010 at Remington Park. 

EARLY BUSINESS UP AND DOWN 

With June in the books, executive 
director of racing John Mooney gave his 
thoughts about the positives and negatives 
of the 2012 meet thus far. 

‘‘We’re doing fairly well,” he said. “Our 
total handle per race is up about 8 percent 
over the same time last year. 

“Unfortunately,” he continued, “we’re 
running fewer races than last year, one less 
per day. And we don’t have a full barn area, 
and I’d like to see more horses per race. 
With the closure of Churchill Downs [on 


June 24] we’re hoping two or three outfits 
might come here. But overall, for the num¬ 
ber of days we’ve run, it’s been good so far. 
I can’t complain.” 

Mooney said tweaking the weekly 
schedule, in which Tuesdays were dropped 
in favor of Thursdays, has worked well. 
The change was made to avoid head-to- 
head competition with Parx Racing for 
horses and bettors. 

Delaware Park is also dark on Sundays 
for the second season in a row. Mooney 
said Sundays had proven to be one of the 
tighter days for business. However, the 
track presented a special Father’s Day pro¬ 
gram on Sunday, June 17. 

“There was strong attendance in 
the Picnic Grove on Father’s Day,” said 
Mooney. “But wagering was minimal, 
which is what we kind of expected.” ^

Wildcat Creek will be hard-pressed to 
match Pomeroys Pistol’s career, but he’s 
started well. Trainer Ed Plesa Jr.’s charge 
finished second in two Tampa stakes 
during the winter. His allowance win at 
Monmouth ended a six-race losing streak 
dating to his maiden win at the Jersey shore 
track last September. He now has earnings 
of $106,534. 

As for Pomeroys Pistol, Tarrant bred 
her to Smart Strike and she returned in 
foal from Kentucky in June. And Pretty- 
atthetable was bred to Indy Wind in 2010; 
their 2-year-old colt, Pleiadian, was breez¬ 
ing quickly at Monmouth in June, nearing 
his debut for Tarrant. One would expect 
him to continue his dam’s perfect record. 


T hree-year-old colt Wildcat Creek, a 
neck winner of a first-level allow¬ 
ance race over mostly older horses on 
June 24, provides a story of a Monmouth 
Park horse through and through. It’s also 
the story of building something from the 
ground up. 

Wildcat Creek is his dam Prettyatthe- 
table’s third consecutive foal to win at 
Monmouth. Prettyatthetable was unraced, 
but as a broodmare she has been off to a 
spectacular start. She owes that to 67-year- 
old horsewoman Amy Tarrant. 

Tarrant bred and campaigned Prettyat- 
thetable’s first two foals —D’cats Meow, by 
D’wildcat, who won nearly $200,000 in 20 
starts and ran second in two stakes, and the 
fleet-footed Pomeroys Pistol, by Pomeroy, 
a winner of $574,678 in her career. 

A multiple Grade 2 winner and four 
times graded stakes-placed, including sec¬ 


onds in the Grade 1 Test and Prioress, 
Pomeroys Pistol was retired earlier this 
year. The Monmouth connection contin¬ 
ues: Prettyatthetable is by 2001 Haskell 
winner Point Given. 

Unlike Prettyatthetable’s first two foals, 
Tarrant sold Wildcat Creek. The son of 
Wildcat Heir did not meet his reserve 
of $77,000 at the August 2010 Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s Yearling sale, 
but was sold privately to BNB Racing and 
Rick Shanley. 

Why did Tarrant sell Wildcat Creek 
instead of race him? 

^T sell half of the good ones and 
keep half of the good ones,” she said. 
‘‘Eventually I’ll just be breeding. You can’t 
just keep the good ones because then 
people will think you’re only selling junk. 
He was the best one of our crop, but we 
had to bring money into the farm.” 


JANNEY HOMEBRED DATA LINK 
DOWNLOADS MONMOUTH STAKES 

The Grade 2 Monmouth Stakes on June 
10 ushered out one former Grade 1 winner 
in veteran Presious Passion, who retired 
after the race, but welcomed another in the 
victorious Data Link. 

The Stuart Janney homebred could be a 
budding star for HaU of Fame trainer Shug 
McGaughey. The 4-year-old moved to the 
mrf less than 12 months ago; two starts 
before his Monmouth victory, he recorded 
his first stakes win in the Maker’s 46 Mile 
Stakes-Gl at Keeneland in April. 

Multiple Grade 1 winner Get Stormy 
finished fourth in the Maker’s Mile, and 
he took another shot at Data Link at 
Monmouth in a field of seven. After 
Presious Passion folded on the lead, the 
local millionaire — and 2010 Monmouth 
Stakes winner—Get Serious took over, but 
Get Stormy quickly challenged. 

A patient John Velazquez, fresh off his 
Belmont Stakes triumph on Union Rags 
the day before, mapped Data Link’s trip 
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Royally bred Le Bernardin made off with the 
Pegasus Stakes-G3 for Darley Stable and trainer 
Kiaran McLaughlin to notch his first stakes win. 


to perfection. Fourth into the final turn, 
he swung him wide and with eye-catching 
acceleration burst past Get Stormy in the 
final 70 yards. He won by a length and his 
time of 1:45.93, with the rail placed at the 
hedge, set a course record. Get Serious 
finished third. 

Presious Passion finished next to last. 
The local hero won the Monmouth Stakes 
in 2009 and consecutive runnings of the 
Grade 1 United Nations Stakes (2008-'09) 
over the course. He finished second in 
the 2009 Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl, traveled 
to Dubai the following year, and earned 
almost $2.7 million for owner Patricia 
Generazio. Monmouth was always his 
home in the barn of Mary Hartmann. 

Janney bred Data Link, a bay son of 
War Front, as well as his dam, stakes 
winner Database (by Known Fact), who 
earned $232,140 for the breeder. Data Link 
is Database’s third foal and second to race. 
The other, stakes-placed Wiki, has earnings 
of $215,833 against lesser competition. 

IMPROVING DANCING SOLO TAKES 
GRADE 3 BOILING SPRINGS 

It’s taken longer than her connections 
might have expected, but Dancing Solo 
has blossomed into the turf success her 
pedigree suggested. By Giant’s Causeway 
out of the Kingmambo mare Dancing 
Alone, the 3-year-old filly has thrived at 
Monmouth—on June 23, she captured the 
Boiling Springs Stakes-G3 over six fiUies, 
several of whom she defeated in the Litde 
Silver Stakes less than a month earlier.

The Boiling Springs was only her third 
win from 10 starts—but it was also just her 
third turf outing. Her future lies there. 

With two scratches, Pletcher and jockey 
Joe Bravo worried a quick pace might 
not materialize. Dancing Solo setdes bet¬ 
ter with some targets to track. But long- 
shot Cheimon did the dirty work, as she 
sprinted on an uncontested lead, with the 
eventual winner in the clear several lengths 
behind but also clear of the pack. 

Bravo looked back at the three-eighths 
pole, and the quick burst he got from 
Dancing Solo put her safely in front by the 
furlong marker. She won by a 1V 2 lengths 
over Zultanite, with 8-5 favorite Somah 
Lemonade another half length back in 
third. Dancing Solo covered the 1 Vu miles 
over firm turf in 1:41.99. 

LE BERNARDIN MAKES GRADE 
WITH PEGASUS WIN 

In the Grade 3 Pegasus on June 17, 
Le Bernardin’s budding talent outweighed 
his inexperience. Jockey Mike Luzzi did 
everything in his power to keep him from 
lugging in down the stretch, cajoling and 
tugging and pulling, as the hghdy raced 
colt vied between horses to resolutely pass 
Good Morning Diva and then hold off the 
fast-closing Easter Gift by a neck. 

Le Bernardin was making his fifth start.

New tactics aid 
Down Town Aiien’s 
stakes success

Down Town Allen skipped away late to take her second consecutive Fancy Buckles Stakes for owner/ 
breeder/trainer John Casey by lengths. It was her 10th career stakes win, but first victory of the year. 


I t wasn’t so very long ago that the very 
idea of Down Town Allen holding back 
might well have been enough to keep 
trainer John Casey pacing the paddock on 
the way to a sleepless night. 

For three years, the home-bred filly by 
the Casey family’s Taylor Mountain Farm 
stallion Windsor Castle had shown no 
inclination—none —to show any closing 
speed. Casey’s filly wanted to be out front, 
all the time. 

‘‘She’s always pretty honest,” said Casey, 
based in Charles Town. “Her whole life, 
she acted like she never really wanted to 


go far, but her last three or four races she’s 
been closing hard-more than she did last 
year or the year before. She used to get in 
front and stop. She doesn’t have that early 
speed like she used to anymore, but she’s 
been closing good. Fm hoping that pans 
out because all the big money at the end of 
the year is going 7 furlongs.” 

Down Town Allen, with Matt McGowan 
aboard, showed the penchant to close in 
the $50,000 Fancy Buckles Stakes on the 
Charles Town Sprint Festival undercard on 
June 30. Looking to win the race for the 
second straight year, the 5-year-old mare 


unveiled her newfound strategy by press¬ 
ing the pace instead of setting it. Trailing 
leader Won’t Be Denied in the state-bred 
test, 1-5 favorite Down Town AHen nosed 
ahead on the turn for home and methodi¬ 
cally put away her eight rivals down the 
stretch to win by AVi lengths in a blazing 
:50.87 for 414 furlongs. 

The win boosted Down Town Allen’s 
career mark to 11 wins in 24 lifetime starts 
at Charles Town (she’s 12 for 27 overall) 
and left McGowan, her regular rider, mar¬ 
veling over the mare’s change in attitude. 

“She’s running as good as she ever has,” 
McGowan said. “Like John said tonight, 
she used to have a ton of early speed and 
she’s stiU got quite a bit, but she let that 
horse get out in front of her, and now she’s 
closing. That’s huge, especially when you 
get to October, because we’ll probably be 
going longer. To have her closing for me 
and running at the end is great, so what¬ 
ever they’re doing I love it.” 

Won’t Be Denied was a clear second, 
with Ideal Thoughts another 214 lengths 
back in third in the strung-out field. 

Casey is looking forward to another 
shot in the rich 7-furlong Cavada on West 
Virginia Breeders Classic night in October. 
With Down Town Allen’s added maturity, 
the trainer thinks his homebred, who sur¬ 
passed $500,000 in lifetime earnings with 
her most recent win, wiU have a real shot at 
scoring a big payday. 

“You couldn’t rate her before,” Casey 
said. “Now I think we’ll be able to rate her. 
I’m hoping.” 

LUCY’S BOB BOY 
ADDS ANOTHER STAKES 

Favorite Lucy’s Bob Boy showed just 
what all the fuss has been about by winning 
the $50,000 Coin Collector Stakes for 
state-bred 3-year-olds, the first stakes on 
the Sprint Festival card, by 2% lengths 
while covering 414 furlongs in :51.60. The 
victory boosted the career mark of the son 
of Kentucky stallion Flatter to four wins 
and two seconds in six starts, aU at Charles 
Town. Gustavo Larrosa has been aboard 
for every one of those wins. 

“This is a real nice horse,” the jockey 
said. “I worked this horse before he broke 
his maiden. I know he’s a real nice horse, 
got a big heart. He can run anything—he 
can run four and a half, he can go 7 fur¬ 
longs, and he can run longer, too. When 
you can ride good horses, it makes it easy.” 

The Coin Collector was the first stakes 
win of the year for the chestnut gelding. 
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who captured the $50,000 Henry Mercer 
Memorial last year in only his second start. 

Bred by the late Robert Furr Sr., Lucy’s 
Bob Boy stayed in the family when nephew 
Michael Furr inherited him. 

‘‘He got to see the first two races, which 
were both wins,” trainer Sandra Dono said 
of Robert Furr. “Michael inherited the horse, 
and thank God they left him with me.” 

Facing a field loaded with early speed, 
Dono instructed Larrosa to stalk the pace 
and wait for his chance. Larrosa got his 
mount to the front nearing the sixteenth 
pole, and Lucy’s Bob Boy did the rest. Paco 
Smart came on for second over pacesetter 
Smoking Green. 

“We had discussed it, that we weren’t 
going to go because of this speed. We 
were going to sit right behind and then 
come and close,” Dono said. “We figured 
the five (Smoking Green) and the six (Paco 
Smart) were just going to burn each other 
out, then we’d come and pick them off But 
I mean, he’s game-he was just galloping 
going down there.. . He’s a fun horse. He’s 
game. He loves to train. He’s just a nice 
boy, good boy.” 

GO MAIRE TU COMES UP 
BIG AGAIN FOR SHANLEY 

Trainer Mark Shanley might well have 
dreamed about taking on Triple Crown 
company with one of his horses, but until 
a June 30 allowance race, the local condi¬ 
tioner had never gotten the opportunity. 

When it came, Shanley was glad to have 
Go Maire Tu saddled and ready to go. 

The son of Congrats knocked off a 
solid field-including 2011 Belmont Stakes 
runner Mon 2 on-for Shanley and owner 
Glen Shamburg. Go Maire Tu upset 
Charles Town’s inaugural starter handicap 
tournament in April, but he’d gone 0-3 
with just one third-place finish since. 

Maybe Go Maire Tu simply craves the 
spotlight, as he came through at nearly 
24-1 to win by 4 y 4 lengths in 1:45.40 for 
1 Vi 6 miles. 

“That’s pretty surprising,” Shanley said. 
“I was really happy with the way this horse 
ran tonight, man. We were looking at the 
race -it felt tough. I told my rider (Arnaldo 
Bocachica), ‘Same as last time. Just don’t 
get in a speed duel.’ He got me a little 
nervous going into the first mrn. He was 
laying close.” 

Go Maire Tu took his shot at the lead 
past the five-sixteenths pole, and the for¬ 
mer claimer would not be denied despite 
the upscale company. Once more, Shanley 
feels forced to upgrade Go Maire Tu’s 


competition with a stakes race at Charles 
Town or perhaps Colonial Downs. 

“When this horse first came to me, he 
was a httle cheap, mid-level $5,000 horse,” 
Shanley said. “Knock on wood, he’s been 
coming around. He’s really training well for 
me and running his heart out for me, that’s 
all I can ask.” 

Go Maire Tu and Mon 2 on were bred by 
Keven Plank’s Sagamore Farm and from 
the same 2008 crop foaled at the historic 
property in Maryland.

■ Maybe Tanagirl took offense at her 
company, a June 2 maiden claiming race for 
fillies and mares. Running for a $5,000 tag, 
the 3-year-old New York-bred daughter 
of Disco Rico dismissed the others early 
under Alcibiades Corte 2 and drew off to 
win by 19y lengths for Blue Streak Stable 
and trainer Linda Albert. 

■ Don Cain’s homebred West Virginia- 
bred gelding Turf Count, by the breeder’s 
own staUion Revolver Six, posted a big 
month with a pair of victories in open 
allowance company. 

Trainer Ernest Haynes sent him out 
on June 7 at 1 Vs miles, and the 4-year-old 
gelding was up to the task, winning by a 
neck under Clifford Dooley. Ten days later, 
going a sixteenth of a mile shorter, he 
scored again by a neck with Dooley in the 


irons. Turf Count had been running for a 
claiming tag of $8,000 in May. 

■ She 2 a Crafty Cat, a 3-year-old West 
Virginia-bred daughter of Fiber Sonde, 
scored her second victory in as many tries 
in a June 13 allowance at 4V^ furlongs. 
Owned by Tamera Bass and trained by 
Donald Barber, the roan filly notched the 
win by a head in :53.53 under McGowan.

19, She 2 a Crafty Cat has earned $31,200. 

■ Another rising state-bred 3-year-old fiUy, 
Severn Shore, has an identical record to 
She 2 a Crafty Cat (two starts, two wins. 
$31,200). Sent out by trainer Jeff Runco, 
the daughter of Pure Pri 2 e took a 6 y 2 -fur- 
long allowance on June 22 by 4% lengths 
under Jose Montano.

Erie favorite Iowa Aiice 
heips trainer Martin 
get off to quick start

“She’s a real sweetheart,” says trainer Joe Martin of his veteran mare Iowa Alice, whose 
12th victory at Presque Isle Downs in June makes her the track’s winningest runner. 


F rom the minute the opening bell 
sounded on the 2012 Presque Isle 
Downs season in mid-May, trainer Joe 
Martin jumped out of the starting gate and 
hasn't looked back. 

Last year's runner-up in the trainers' 
race was atop the standings through June 
30, recording 22 wins from 83 starts, a 27 
percent strike rate. 

Martin is on pace to top his 2011 num¬ 
bers at Presque Isle, when he won 41 races 
and finished 26 behind Jamie Ness. 

One of the most interesting winners 
to come out of Martin's barn in June was 
a true oldie-but-goodie, the 11-year-old 
mare Iowa Alice. 

Since the Erie, Pa., track's inaugural sea¬ 
son in 2007, Iowa Alice has won 12 times 
over the Tapeta racing surface, recording 


two victories in 2007, four during the 2008 
season, two in 2009, one in 2010, and three 
in 2011. She holds the tide of the win- 
ningest horse in Presque Isle history. 

The bay mare's most recent score 
occurred June 1, when she took a test for 
$12,500 claimers at Ska furlongs, leading all 
the way under Pablo Morales. It was her 
18th lifetime victory from 73 starts, and 
pushed her bankroll to $266,720-most 
of it earned the hard way, in lower-level 
claiming races. 

‘Towa Alice loves it here in Erie, but 
she doesn't like it everywhere else," said 
Martin, a Hot Springs, Ark., native, who 
winters at Oaklawn Park. ‘‘Everywhere 
she raced before, she finished up the track. 
She's a mediocre runner on the dirt, but 
when she hits this Tapeta track, it's unbe- 


hevable. I've never seen a horse who did so 
well with the change in surface." 

While her affinity for Presque Isle is 
duly noted, Iowa Alice has found suc¬ 
cess at other tracks-winning five times 
at Prairie Meadows and once at Oaklawn 
Park in her career, which started in 2004. 

Bred in Iowa (of course), Iowa Alice 
has been haltered more than a few times 
during her eight years on the racetrack. 
Martin's brother Tim trained her in 2006, 
with Joe taking up her training in 2008. Joe 
lost her for $10,000 in May of that year, 
and waited until she dropped in for $4,000 
at River Downs in May 2009 before claim¬ 
ing her back. 

“When we got her again, I turned her 
out for a while, and then brought her 
back here at Presque Isle in July of 2009," 
Martin said. “As soon as she went out on 
this surface, she won, and for $25,000." 

Iowa Alice has a bit of an unusual pedi¬ 
gree. She is by the stakes-placed Devil's 
Bag staUion Harperstown, who stands for 
$1,000 in Arkansas. Harperstown has sired 
two stakes winners from his 107 foals. 

Iowa Alice gets her stamina and longev¬ 
ity from her female side. Her dam. Miss 
Alice (a daughter of Enghsh-bred *Tudor 
Grey), made 35 starts and won 10 times; as 
a broodmare, she has also produced stakes- 
placed 15-time winner Just Alice, 14-time 
winner Take a Shower and six-time winner 
Pistols and Petals. 

“She's a really good-looking horse," said 
Martin of Iowa Alice. “She's nice-sized, 
and sound. One thing about her is that 
she's a real sweetheart, just the sweetest 
horse to be around. I'm thinking this will 
be her last year as a racehorse. I might 
make her into a broodmare and breed her 
to a stallion that Hked the synthetic just as 
much as she does." 

While Iowa Alice is the grande dame 
of Martin's shedrow, he does have another 
grizzled warrior who also found the win¬ 
ner's circle in June. 

The aptly named Father Time, a spry 
9-year-old son of Gilded Time, showed 
his heels to 11 rivals in a 5y2-furlong claim¬ 
ing race June 19, coming from just off the 
pace to duel with the leaders down the 
stretch and win by a nostril, the 12th vic¬ 
tory of his 52-race career. 

“This gelding also loves it here at 
Presque Isle," said Martin. “That was his 
10th win on this track, so I believe he's also 
one of the winningest horses, along with 
‘Alice.'" 

The June victory was the second of the 
year for Father Time, who also clicked in 
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Double the hm for E Dubai 


E DUBAI, the Mid-Atlantic region's leading sire 
of 2012, scored a stakes double on June 30. His 
multiple graded-winning 4-year-old son FORT 
EARNED (bottom) posted a frontrunning 
victory in the $300,000 Prairie Meadows 
Cornhusker H.-G3, the richest stakes during the 
Iowa Festival of Racing. Earlier in the day, 
3-year-old TULSA TE (inset) got his fourth 
career win from six starts by defeating 10

Turning in a phenomenal stretch drive, 
STAGED AFFAIR got up at the wire to win 
Colonial Downs's Punch Line S. by the 
slimmest of noses on the July 4th holiday 
card. 

The Virginia-bred 6-year-old daughter 
of NOT FOR LOVE, the only female in the 
nine-horse field, recorded her first career 
stakes victory in her first start for D. Hatman 
Thoroughbreds and Kingdom Bloodstock 
Inc. and trainer Phil Schoenthal, who claimed 
her for $20,000 on June 9 at Colonial. 

It took every inch of the five-furlong turf 
stakes for STAGED AFFAIR to run down 
Jake Rattle N Roll, and the thrilling result 
rewarded her backers handsomely. Sent off 
as the race's second-longest price, she paid 
$49.80 to win. 

STAGED AFFAIR is the 72nd stakes winner 
for NOT FOR LOVE in his illustrious career, 
and her win pushed NOT FOR LOVE back to 
the top of the Maryland sires list by progeny 
earnings for the year. The longtime leading 
sire has three stakes winners so far in 2012, 
and among his 43 winners is Hello Lover, 
who is tied for third in the nation this year 
by number of wins (through July 10), with six 
(from eight starts). 
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his 2012 debut on May 31 over the Tapeta. 
He’s earned $213,876 overall. 

Martin sent out an impressive first time 
starter in June named Baby Princess, a 
juvenile daughter of Value Plus out of 
Princess Anelda, by Scatmandu. 

Owned by K. K. and V Devi Jayaraman, 
the same owners who campaigned classic 
winner Summer Bird, Baby Princess wired 
her field as the betting favorite, winning 
by 6 lengths on June 22. She covered 5 
furlongs in 1:00.26 over a fast track, with 
Morales just a passenger as she powered 
down the lane. 

^‘This fiUy had been working like a mon¬ 
ster in the mornings,” said Martin. ‘‘She did 
just what I wanted and now PU pick some 
stakes races for her.” 

Joe Martin said he works as a team with 
his two brothers-BiU, based at Moun¬ 
taineer, and Tim, based in Iowa. The 
Martin brothers have a training center 
complete with an equine swimming pool, 
starting gate and more in their native Hot 
Springs. 

PITCH N ROLL MAKES

The Elks tone Group’s homebred Pitch 
N Roll made his debut a winning one 
June 23, rolling home by AVz lengths in a 
$45,630 maiden special weight for 2-year- 
olds. Piloted by Huber Villa-Gome 2 , he 
stopped the clock in :59.80 for 5 furlongs. 

The Pennsylvania-bred son of Scipion, 
who stands at Murmur Farm in Darlington, 
Md., propped in Camden, S.C., before 
coming north to join trainer Ron Potts’ 
stable at Presque Isle in mid-May. 

“I’ve only had him for six weeks, but 
knew I had nice one when he worked,” said 
Potts. The dark bay or brown colt, out of 
the Dynaformer mare Provobay, had four 
half-mile workouts for Potts, including a 
bullet move on June 13. 

STAKES UPDATES 

Two $100,000 stakes were contested 
during the month-the Satin and Lace 
Stakes on June 19, won by Jean and Tom 
Bosch’s homebred It’s Me Mom, and the 
Karl Boyes Memorial, taken by Donald 
Myers’ homebred Eternal Rule on June 20. 

The Satin and Lace was the third stakes 
win at Presque Isle for It’s Me Mom, who 
went off as the favorite in the 514-furlong 
sprint for fillies and mares and defeated 
longshot Sweet Cassiopeia by 314 lengths 
under Willie Martinez. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Put It Back, trained by Lynne 
Scace, won the 2011 Inaugural Stakes at

In the Karl Boyes, Eternal Rule blasted 
past the leaders at the top of the stretch 
to win the SLa-furlong race for 3-year-olds 
and older by 2Va lengths over millionaire 
Ravalo in 1:03.27, keeping his career mark 
perfect in five starts. 

The Sid Attard trainee is an Ontario- 
bred 4-year-old son of Tribal Rule out of 
the Gold Legend mare Eternal Legend. 
The Karl Boyes was the second stakes 
win of his career and his first start out¬ 
side of Canada; last year, he captured the 
Achievement Stakes at Woodbine. 


BUSINESS CLICKING ALONG 

Director of racing Debbie Howells said 
that business at the Erie oval through the 
end of June was comparable to that of 
2011, with total handle right about the 
$9.5 million mark, purses hovering about 
$220,000 per night, and attendance for live 
racing and simulcasting nearly unchanged. 

During June, while the rest of Penn¬ 
sylvania sweltered in a withering heat wave, 
Presque Isle remained fairly tolerable, said 
Howells.

Little sister, future mom 
Snow Top Mountain 
summons big effort 
for Proctor in All Along

In foal and still fast, Snow Top Mountain surged through on the rail to win the Grade 3 All Along by a neck. 


T om Proctor will tell you, he doesn't 
get sentimental easily If at all. 

Fairy tales? Not in this game. 

Then the veteran trainer wins a stakes 
for Barbara Hunter, an old friend of 
Stanley Rieser, who was an old friend of 
Proctor's father, a Grade 3, she and her sis¬ 
ter have banked nearly $1.5 million. . . now 
the sisters are both pregnant, moving on. 

Yeah, Proctor will get sentimental. At 
least, a little. 

‘Whenever I win a race for her, if I 
get sentimental, it makes me sentimental, 
thinking about Stanley Rieser, my father, 
Barbara Hunter. I've know them since I 
was running around as a grandstand rat," 


Proctor said after winning the Grade 3 
Edward P. Evans All Along Stakes on 
June 16. “My dad was Stanley Rieser's best 
friend, he actually trained for Barbara's dad, 
he passed away in '96. I always thought I 
might have horses for her and evenmally 
they called. After having no luck for 20 
years, I don't know why it changed with 
me, but I was the one who got lucky, we 
won races right off the bat, then Keertana 
came around and then this fiUy" 

Yeah, the sisters sledge. 

Keertana retired in April after 11 wins 
and more than $1 million in earnings. 
Hunter's homebred daughter of Johar is 
in foal to Arch. Snow Top Mountain made 


a road trip to Claiborne Farm as well. The 
homebred daughter of Najran was bred to 
Blame, then went back to Proctor's barn 
to bang out a few more stakes wins before 
calling it a career. 

The 5-year-old gray earned her seventh 
career victory in the $100,000 All Along, 
winning by a neck in 1:49.48 for IVs miles 
on the turf. Paco Lopez engineered a but- 
ter-on-toast trip, sliding inside to run down 
the leaders and stave off longshots Clare 
Skies Ahead and Shimmering Moment 
in a three-horse photo (well, four, if you 
count the colt by Blame who came along 
for the ride). 

Proctor believes the pregnancy has 
made Snow Top Mountain easier to train. 

“The only thing they had in common 
is they want to tie up a little, nothing you 
couldn't easily manage. As soon as she got 
pregnant, you don't have to worry about 
it any more," Proctor said. “I always think 
fillies tie up because they're doing real 
good, they can't stand themselves. Fillies 
are funny, you don't want to do too much 
with them, but you have to do just enough 
that they don't tie up." 

Proctor, a throwback to the days of guys 
like his dad Willard Proctor and Rieser, has 
been able to walk that fine line with the sis¬ 
ters. Snow Top Mountain has always played 
the cymbal to Keertana's drum, making 
her career debut for a $75,000 claiming tag 
and gradually grinding out a near-half-mtl- 
hon dollars while Keertana kept the beat 
against the best in the game, placing in the 
Breeders' Cup FiUy and Mare Turf-Gl and 
hitting the board in 25 of 29 starts. 

Keertana has the better credentials, but 
don't discount Snow Top Mountain. 

“She's Keertana's little sister and she's 
actually been a pretty nice mare in her own 
right," Proctor said. “She's totally different. 
Keertana is sweet and nice and easy to be 
around, but she's different, I always figured 
I'd be kicked by her sooner or later, but she 
hasn't-so far." 

There isn't much time left. Proctor 
planned on running Snow Top Mountain 
once more, in the Modesty Handicap at 
Arlington Park on July 14, and then she 
would join Keertana in the broodmare 
band. 

ACTION ANDY HELPS GARCIA 
GET BACK TO TRAINING, WINNING 

Last summer. Action Andy emerged as 
a dynamic turf horse at Colonial Downs 
and Carlos Garcia toiled as a jock's agent. 
This summer. Action Andy still reigns 
as a dynamic turf horse and Garcia has 
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swapped condition book and pencil for 
condition book and pen. 

Garcia stopped training in December 
2009, becoming a jock's agent for Abel 
Castellano and Brian Pedro 2 a. Garcia 
returned to training this winter, taking 
over Action Andy and the rest of Robert 
Gerczak's string. Garcia now has 11 horses, 
none bigger than Action Andy. 

This winter, the 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing rattled off three consecutive wins at 
Tampa Bay Downs while sprinting on 
the dirt. Garcia freshened the Maryland- 
bred son of Gators N Bears before send¬ 
ing him to finish third in the Grade 3 
Maryland Sprint Handicap on Preakness 
Day. Back to Colonial, where he's now 
3-for-7, Action Andy avenged a nose loss 
to FoUowmyfootsteps in last year's Da 
Hoss. The latter dabbled in steeplechas¬ 
ing between starts in the Da Hoss while 
Action Andy flourished in dirt sprints. 
They finished 1-3 in the |J50,000 stakes, 
part of the Colonial Turf Cup undercard 
with the All Along on June 16. Action 
Andy used his sprinter's speed to establish 
a clear lead under Horacio Karamanos, 
then fought off the persistent Sleepless 
Knight to win by a half-length in 1:36.01 
for the mile on the turf 

‘‘He's such a versatile horse, he does 
everything right. He's a very nice horse, 
he'U make anybody look good, what can I 
say?" Garcia said. “He did well in Florida, 
don't forget he won the Kitten's Joy [at 
Colonial] going a mile and a sixteenth on 
the turf last year. For sprinting, you wind 
them up like a rubber band, for this, I built 
up his stamina a little. He's a strong horse, 
he's big, he'll do whatever you want. He 
can be a little tough to train in the morning, 
but he's a good horse." 

Garcia knows good horses. He left his 
native Argentina in 1964, earned a spot in 
the top five among Maryland trainers for 
five consecutive years in the 1990s, devel¬ 
oping such standouts as Countess Diana, 
Safely Kept, Fobby Forbes and Squan 
Song. The latter earned four Maryland- 
bred championships during her 18-win 
career. 

Nearly three years ago, Garcia stepped 
down but not out. 

“I was paying $48,000 a year for work¬ 
er's compensation, because we had so 
many employees, I had to win a half a 
million dollars in purses just to pay for it, 
it wasn't worth it, I dispersed and became 
a jockey agent, won some races, but it's not 
what I enjoy doing. I enjoy doing horses, 
that's what I like to do," Garcia said. “I was

born to train racehorses and win stakes 
races. That was my 142nd stakes win. 
Now Fm looking for more owners, more 
horses." 

Garcia trained horses for nearly 40 
years and worked as an agent for two. 
Funny how it's hard to shake the most 
recent past. 

“People think you're still a jockey agent, 
I think I made a mistake going to be a jock¬ 
ey agent, because people still think you're 
a jockey agent," Garcia said. “People still 
ask me, ‘How are you Carlos? How is your 
jockey doing?' I say, ‘What? I'm a jockey 
agent no more.' I enjoy the training, but 
it's tough, everybody is looking for a young 
trainer, they think I forgot more than I ever 
learned, but that's the nature of the sport. 
I'm glad to be back training."

JOSEPH W. AYRES SR. 

Maryland breeder Joe Ayres, who owned 
and operated Ayres Fountain Spring Farm 
near Bel Air for nearly three decades, died 
on June 13. Fie was 88. 

The retired homebuilder got into the 
Thoroughbred breeding business after 
purchasing the 92-acre Harford County 
farm, initially bought as an investment, in 
1981. The operation grew to where the 
family had nearly two dozen broodmares 
and stood as many as four stallions. 

The best horse campaigned by Mr. 
Ayres was his homebred stakes-winning 
filly Kathleen the Queen. Mr. Ayres pur¬ 
chased her dam. Acts Like A Queen (by 
Loom), for $1,200 at a Timonium sale in 
1985 with the future stakes winner in utero. 

Trained by his son, Joseph Ayres Jr., 
Kathleen the Queen, by Rougemont, com¬ 
peted five years, won 14 races, including 
stakes at the Meadowlands (Egret, Lewis 
Morris and Abraham Clark), Monmouth's 
Dearly Precious Stakes and Timonium's 
Alma North Handicap, and retired with 
earnings of $309,635. Mr. Ayres later stood 
Kathleen the Queen's sons Cryptoleen (by 
Cryptoclearance) and Afleet Prince (by 
Afleet) at his farm. 

TODD BATTUELLO 

Todd Battuello, 34, owner of Evolution 
Training Center in West Chester, Pa., with 
his wife, trainer Lauren Schock, died sud¬ 
denly on May 15 at his home. 

The couple, who were married in May 
2011, developed their equestrian business 
in 2008. The year-round training facility 
breaks and trains horses for all disciphnes, 
with a focus on race and show horses. 


Among the training center's clients is Peter 
GiangiuMo's Castle Rock Farm. Schock also 
retrains off-the-track Thoroughbreds for 
future show careers. 

Mr. Battuello was Evolution Training 
Center's general manager. 

BENJAMIN BONIFACE 

Benjamin (Ben) Boniface, 20, son of 
Bonita Farm breeding division manager 
William K. (Bill) Boniface, died from inju¬ 
ries suffered in a vehicle accident at the 
family's farm on June 18. 

A member of one of the most well- 
known Thoroughbred families in the Mid- 
Atlantic region, Mr. Boniface grew up 
at the Darlington, Md., farm, the home 
to 1983 Preakness Stakes-Gl winner 
Deputed Testamony, who was trained 
by Mr. Boniface's grandfather, J. William 
(BiUy) Boniface. 

Mr. Boniface, a graduate from John 
Carroll High School in 2010, was working 
as an arborist but continued to work on 
the farm which stands stallions, boards and 
foals mares, and runs a training operation. 

THOMAS CLIFTON 

Thomas Clifton, one of the leading riders 
at Penn National for more than a decade 
and a well-known jockey's advocate, died 
June 29 after a two-year battle with cancer. 
The St. Louis, Mo., native was 43. 

Mr. Clifton, who launched his career 
in 1994, had 2,016 victories from 12,425 
mounts, with earnings of $19,864,479. 
His most successful season by money 
won came in 2009, his mounts earning 
$2,219,917 from 811 starts. His winningest 
season was 2003, when he booted home 
the winners of 204 races from 961 starts. 

He reached the 2,000-win milestone 
on July 15, 2010, at Penn National aboard 
Dinny Dinosaur for trainer Randy Nunley 
and Porter Racing Stable. 

Mr. Clifton took a well pubhcized stand 
at Penn National in 2010 in a boycott by 
the riders which resulted in owner Michael 
Gill being banned from entering horses at 
the Pennsylvania track. 

CAROLINE GUEST 

Caroline Guest, 88, wife of the late 
Raymond Guest and owner of Powhatan 
Plantation in King George, Va., died May 
25 in Paris, France. 

Born Princess Caroline Cecile Alexan¬ 
drine Jeanne Murat in Pahs, the daughter 


of Prince Alexandre Murat married Mr. 
Guest in 1960. The international couple 
bred and raced 1965 Preakness Stakes win¬ 
ner Tom Rolfe, who was named champion 
3-year-old colt after capturing six stakes 
that season and placing in all three Triple 
Crown races. 

In 1965, President Lyndon B. Johnson 
named former Virginia state senator Mr. 
Guest the U.S. Ambassador to Ireland, a 
position he held until resigning in 1968. 
The Guests' European-based stable 
included Epsom Derby winners Larkspur 
(1962) and Sir Ivor (1968), and U.S. cham¬ 
pion steeplechaser and Hall of Famer 
L'Escargot, winner of the 1975 Grand 
National at Aintree and a two-time winner 
of the Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

The Guests' love of the sport was 
perhaps most evident in 1968, when Sir 
Ivor, a champion at 2 in Ireland and the 
1968 Horse of the Year at 3 in England, 
shipped from Ireland to compete in the 
Washington, DC., International at Laurel 
Race Course. He was the first English 
Derby winner to race in the U.S. since Zev 
in 1923. Sir Ivor won, defeating *C 2 ar 
Alexander and Fort Marcy in his only start 
in the U.S. 

PAUL ROWLAND 

Steeplechase trainer Paul Rowland died 
June 8 after bathing cancer. He was 44. 

The transplanted Enghshman worked 
for trainer Michael Dickinson at Fair HiU 
Training Center in the 1980s, and ventured 
out on his own as a steeplechase trainer 
based in Chester County, Pa. Among his 
charges were Preemptive Strike, Suntara, 
Rainbows for Luck, Swimming River and 
Across the Sky. 

Owned by Polaris Stable, Preemptive 
Strike won eight races and earned $494,398, 
most of it for Mr. Rowland, during a career 
that lasted from 2002-'10. The flashy chest¬ 
nut, named 2004 Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion steeplechaser, won the 2004 Carolina 
Cup-NSA3, 2005 Georgia Cup-NSA2, 
Somerset Medical Center Race for Cancer 
Awareness Hurdle Handicap-NSA2 and 
Appleton Hurdle Stakes-NSA3 and 2008 
Imperial Cup. He also finished second in 
the Colonial Cup-NSAl three times (2004, 
2008 and 2010). 

In addition to his training career, Mr. 
Rowland was a paramedic in Pennsylvania 
with the Second Alarmers Association and 
Rescue Squad of Montgomery County.

NINA GILL STEWART 



Longtime horsewoman Nina Gill Stewart, 
the mother of three Maryland Hunt Cup 
winners, died of cancer on June 26. The 
Cochranville, Pa., resident was 71. 

Ms. Stewart was born in Baltimore 
in 1941, to Ann Cochran and Redmond 
Stewart Jr., and grew up foxhunting with 
the Green Spring Valley Hounds. Her 
father owned Maryland Hunt Cup winners 
Haffaday (1968) and *Ben Nevis II (1977 
and 1978). The latter went on to win the 
English Grand National at Ain tree. 

Fumre generations also proved more 
than capable at big timber racing. Daughter 


Sanna Hendriks won the Hunt Cup as 
a rider and a trainer. Daughter Kathy 
Neils on won the timber classic as a trainer. 
Son Stewart Strawbridge completed the 
family triangle with a riding victory. 

Formerly married to Louis (Paddy) 
Neilson III and George Strawbridge Jr., 
Ms. Stewart was a frequent foxhunter and 
joint master of Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire 
Foxhounds in Unionville, Pa. Beyond 
horses, she was an avid tennis player, golf¬ 
er, boater and skier. She attended Garrison 
Forest School in Maryland, Foxcroft 
School in Virginia and Skidmore College in 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 

SARAH THOMAS 

Sarah Thomas, an exercise rider for HaU 
of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard, died 
June 2 from injuries suffered after a fall 
from a horse six days earlier. Ms. Thomas, 
who grew up and hved in Unionville, Pa., 
was 29. 

Ms. Thomas graduated in 2005 from 
Penn State University where she earned 
a Bachelor of Science degree in animal 
science. In addition to her job at Ashwell 
Stables in West Grove, she was a vet tech 
and did secretarial work for Unionville 
Equine Associates in Oxford, plus worked 


for the equine reproduction facility Select 
Breeders Services. 

JAMES LANGLEY YOUNG 

James Langley (Jimmy) Young, a writer. 
Thoroughbred breeder and, for 27 years. 
Master of Foxhounds for the Orange 
County Hunt, died May 25. The Marshall, 
Va., resident was 70. 

Mr. Young, a former college professor 
with a doctorate in education, spent two 
and a half years writing and editing the cof¬ 
fee-table book A Field of Horses: The World 
of Marshall P. Hawkins. The book, which 
featured the images of Warrenton photog¬ 
rapher Hawkins, included a foreword by 
Jacquehne Kennedy Onassis.

PARK AVENUE BALL’S FIRST 
WINNER GETS THINGS ROLLING 


T he 3-year-old gelding Just a Miracle 
became the first winner for his sire, 
millionaire Park Avenue Ball, with a 
rousing 3-length score at Monmouth Park 
on June 1. Bred by his trainer, Jim Ryerson, 
and racing in the name of K C J Stables, 
Just a Miracle was placed just behind the 
early leaders for the first half mile of the 
6-furlong test, went four wide heading into 
the stretch, then cruised home under 
apprentice Armando Ayuso. 

The bay gelding, one of 16 foals in 
Park Avenue Ball’s first crop, is out of the 
American Chance mare True Country 
Ryerson trained Park Avenue Ball 
throughout the flashy chesmut’s career for 
the Char-Mari Stable of breeders Charles 
and Marianne Hesse. Racing through age 
5, Park Avenue BaU was a graded stakes 
winner each of his first three seasons. 

He showed his talent early-in his career 
debut, he defeated Who’s the Cowboy by 5 


lengths at Monmouth, and followed with 
a score in the Tyro Stakes. He later added 
Belmont Park’s Futurity Stakes-G2 to his 
seasonal record, which also included a sec¬ 
ond in the Sapling Stakes-G3 from 5 starts. 

At 3, the son of Citidancer captured 
Monmouth’s Long Branch Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G3, a traditional prep for the track’s 
Grade 1 HaskeU, then finished third in 
New Jersey’s biggest race. Other graded 
efforts that season included seconds in 
Gulfstream Park’s Hutcheson Stakes-G2 
and Aqueduct’s Withers Stakes-G3 and 
a fourth in the Grade 1 Florida Derby. 
The three-time New Jersey-bred divisional 
champion was named his state’s Horse of 
the Year at 3. 

Park Avenue Ball had as good a sea¬ 
son at 4, winning three of six, and plac¬ 
ing twice. His biggest efforts came at 
Monmouth, as he capmred the Philip H. 
Isehn Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3, Skip 


Away Stakes and Frisk Me Now Stakes, 
and finished second to Flower Alley in the 
Salvator Mile-G3. 

Graded stakes-placed at 5 when second 
in Gulfstream Park’s Richter Scale Sprint 
Championship Handicap-G2 after his furi¬ 
ous stretch drive missed catching Half 
Ours by a half-length. Park Avenue Ball 
retired at the end of the year with earnings 
of |1,049,360, with 16 wins or placings (15 
in stakes) in 25 starts. Six of his seven wins 
came in stakes company. 

A third-generation homebred for the 
Hesses, Park Avenue Ball is out of Road 
to the BaU, whose sire, Cahill Road, was a 
Grade 1-winning fuU brother to Unbridled. 
Road to the BaU has also produced Beacon 
HUl Road, a stakes-winning earner of 
$180,911. 

Park Avenue BaU entered stud at 
Colonial Farms in Colts Neck, N.J., in 
2008 for 13,500 Uve foal. In an effort to 
boost breeding oppormnites for their stal- 
Uons in 2012, the farm offered aU free of 
charge for the year, including 10-year-old 
Park Avenue BaU, whose fee had been 
advertised for $2,500. 


SOME KIND OF 
TIGER’S 
FIRST WINNER 
NOT PLAYING 
AROUND 

K asey K Racing Stable’s 3-year-old colt 
Playful Tiger enjoyed his trips around 
the Monmouth Park oval in June. In 
his first two starts of 2012, he just missed 
when caught at the wire in a maiden race 
on June 1, then broke through with a 
dominating score on June 29. He not only 
notched his first career win, but became 
the first winner for his sire, the New 
Jersey-based staUion Some Kind of Tiger. 

The first foal out of Kawahu (by Came 
Home), Playful Tiger was bred in Virginia 
by Kasey K Racing Stable and is a member 
of Some Kind of Tiger’s third crop. Bob 


Krangel, the managing partner of Kasey K 
Racing, met Some Kind of Tiger’s owner 
Robert Deckert at Monmouth Park. “He 
sits behind me at the track,” said Deckert. 
“I see him every week or so when I 
go. They’re a nice bunch of people. He 
brought his mare to our sire, with good 
results.” 

Sent out by trainer Jane CibelU for the 
6-furlong maiden race in late June, Playful 
Tiger was the 1.70-1 favorite in the field of 
10. After stalking the pace, he launched his 
run under Paco Lopez, hit the lead with an 
eighth to go and drew off to win by 6/4 
lengths. 

Some Kind of Tiger was purchased 
privately by Deckert after a racing career 
which began in Ireland. The son of Storm 
Cat is a three-quarter brother to Irish 
champion Balanchine (by Storm Cat’s 
sire Storm Bird), the incredible fiUy who 
captured the Epsom Oaks-Gl and Irish 
Derby-Gl in 1994. 

When bred to Northern Dancer-Hne 
stallions. Some Kind of Tiger’s dam Morn¬ 
ing Devotion, a stakes-placed daughter of 
Triple Crown winner Affirmed, also pro¬ 
duced Giant Love (by Giant’s Causeway), a 


champion in Serbia; multiple group winner 
Romanov (Jre), a son of Nureyev who 
became a top sire in Argentina; stakes- 
placed First Night (Ire) (by Sadler’s Wells); 
and the Nureyev mare Red Shppers, win¬ 
ner of the Group 2 Sun Chariot Stakes in 
England and dam of French Oaks (Prix de 
Diane-Gl) winner West Wind. 

Some Kind of Tiger’s half-sister. 
Alleged Devotion (by Alleged) is the dam 
of seven stakes horses, including Honeybee 
Stakes-G3 winner Humble Eight. His sec¬ 
ond dam, the Prince John mare Morning 
Has Broken, is a half-sister to champion 
filly It’s In the Air. 

Some Kind of Tiger finished first or 
second in his three starts at 2 in Ireland and 
placed once at 3 before remrning to the 
U.S. to race at 4. In his U.S. debut, he won 
by 12^ lengths over a sloppy track going 
1 V 4 miles at Belmont Park. He won again at 
Belmont when taking a IVs-mde allowance 
over a muddy track by 6 lengths. He retired 
with earnings of $85,636 in 16 starts. 

The 12-year-old blaze-faced chest¬ 
nut stands at Hunters Creek Farm in 
Lambertville, N.J., for $2,000 hve foal, pay¬ 
able when the foal stands and nurses.

H ey Lulu, the first winner for Victoria 
HerUnger’s stallion Kentucky Pride, 
scored her first victory on May 7 at 
Parx Racing. The 3-year-old bay filly, 
owned and trained by Susan McBride, 
gained the lead in deep stretch and held 
off Congressionalbust to win the 7-fur- 
long maiden race by a nose. 

A product of HerlingePs broodmare 
band, Pennsylvania-bred Hey Lulu is out 
of the El Prado (Ire) mare Colebrook Go 
Go.

He is a three-quarter- 
brother to Magical Illusion, who finished 
third in the Coaching Club American 
Oaks-Gl and is the dam of graded stakes- 
placed Stage Magic. Another three-quarter 
sister, Lily O'Gold (by Slew o' Gold) was 
second three times in stakes, including the 
Grade 2 Alcibiades. 

Voodoo Lily is also the dam of s takes- 
placed Shah Jehan, Miss Primetime and 
Live Every Day. Shah Jehan, a $4.4 million 
Keeneland September sales yearling, fin¬ 
ished second in the Grade 3 Withers and 
Long Branch Breeders' Cup Stakes plus 
three additional stakes. 

Herhnger stood Kentucky Pride at 
Castle Rock Farm in Unionville, Pa. his 
first season. Since 2008 the bay has been in 
residence at Herknger's Victoria Stables in 
Perkasie, Pa. His stud fee is $1,500 hve foal, 
with special consideration for mares whose 
foals qualify to be registered Pennsylvania- 
breds. 


D irty Betty, a 3-year-old filly bred and 
owned by Richard Wukich, gained 
her first victory in handy fashion at 
Presque Isle Downs on May 22. Guided by 
Willie Martine 2 , the Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Draft Age rated off a quick 
pace before taking command of the 5-fur- 
long maiden race through the stretch and 
winning by 2y4 lengths against open com¬ 
pany. 

The only foal from Draft Age's first 
crop. Dirty Betty was produced by the 
winning Alysheba mare Alyshebas Back. 
Wukich, a professor at Shppery Rock 
University, owns Draft Age in parmership 
with Andy Davidovich, who trains Dirty 
Betty. Davidovich stands Draft Age at his 
farm in Mt. Pleasant, Pa. 

A son of Storm Cat, Draft Age was 
purchased as a stallion prospect by the 
partners in early 2008 as an unraced 4-year- 
old. Out of graded stakes winner Totemic, 


a daughter of champion Vanlandingham, 
Draft Age was an $825,000 Keeneland 
sales yearhng. 

Totemic's first foal was Lil's Lad, one of 
the leading 3-year-olds of 1998 after win¬ 
ning the Fountain of Youth Stakes-G2 and 
finishing second in the Florida Derby-Gl 
and Blue Grass Stakes-G2. He earned 
$589,930. Draft Age is a fuU-brother to 
Irish juvenile stakes winners Cherokee 
(Round Tower S-G3) and Art Museum, 
and to the fiUy Carriage Trade, who sold 
for $1.5 million at Fasig-Tipton's 2008 
Saratoga yearling sale. Six of Totemic's 
foals sold as yearlings, for an average of 
$502,000. 

Draft Age's family also includes Grade 
1 winner and sire Ruthie's Native and 
Australian Group 2 winner Acey Ducey.

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Youth shines at 
MHBA Yearling Show

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Standing in front of the 
four class winners at the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association's yearling show 
June 24, trainer A1 Stall Jr. 
donned a hat worn by Hall of 
Famer Bobby Frankel when he 
judged the show in 2000 and 
thought about history. 

Stall considered the horse¬ 
men who stood in his posi¬ 
tion, the champions who came 
before, the 60 yearlings who 
entered the ring at the Timo¬ 
nium Fairgounds, the four 
hours he spent searching for 


an athlete, the filly or colt he'd 
pick out if he were buying a 
prospect at a sale. 

And on a warm, sunny 
Sunday, he looked at the quar¬ 
tet and said, "I'd love to look 
at them all again in 60 days." 

Among the youngest par¬ 
ticipants at the show, they 
were "nice, clean horses. . . 
well balanced and sure to 
continue to fill in," noted the 
trainer of 2010 Eclipse Award 
winner Blame, among others. 
And then, with little hesita¬ 
tion, he selected the winner of 


Class II (colts and geldings by 
out-of-state sires), a colt from 
the first crop of former Ken¬ 
tucky stallion Thewayyouare 
owned by Bob Manfuso and 
Katy Voss. The reserve cham¬ 
pion came from Class I (Mary- 
land-sired colts and geldings), 
a son of Great Notion owned 
and bred by Carol Kaye. 

Manfuso and Voss earned 
their second consecutive 
championship. Stall described 
the homebred out of the Pol¬ 
ish Numbers mare Tanca as a 
"fancy horse who looks like

heTl be a late 2-year-old and a 
good 3-year-old. He looks like 
he has everything he needs 
to be a nice horse-scope, bal¬ 
ance, athleticism-and he 
seems to have handled this 
with the proper attitude." 

The May 7 foal follows a 
family pattern. Tanca's half- 
sister (by Mr. Sekiguchi, out 
of Waltz) won her class in 
2010. Voss called Tanca "really 
pretty" and said the choice of 
Coolmore sire Thewayyouare 
a matter of meshing pedi¬ 
grees, looking for value and 
ticking the right boxes. 

"He was a very good 
2-year-old in France and they 
stood him his first year here 
[in the U.S.]," said Voss. "He 
went to stud at their farm 
the same year as Henrythe- 
navigator. Thewayyouare 
was the cheaper version 
[$10,000], since Henrythenavi- 
gator [$40,000] is the same 
cross-by Kingmambo out of 
a Sadler's Wells mare. And 
you look at his pedigree-his 
dam had produced Peeping 
Fawn, a champion in Europe, 
and she's a half-sister to Bet¬ 
ter Than Honour, the dam of 
Rags to Riches and Jazil. It is 
a huge family. So we bred to 
him." 

Thewayyouare, whose 
first crop has received rave 
reviews, now stands at Cool- 
more in Ireland. "The pictures 
in the stud book of Theway¬ 
youare look just like this colt," 
said Voss, who acknowledged 
the win came as a bit of a sur¬ 
prise. Another Chanceland 
Farm colt, by Kitalpha out of 
Lucky Dance, was the farm 
favorite. 

"We thought the other colt 
we had would win, but he got 
the gate," she said. "We had 
three in the class, the other 
for Rosalee Davison, and our 
colt won and hers was second. 
And the colt we thought was 
the star got the gate." 

Manfuso and Voss, who in 
partnership have won more 
than a dozen classes at the 
show since taking their first 
blue ribbon in 1992, have two 
legs on the Foxharbor Farm 
Challenge Trophy, and need to 
win it once more to take per¬ 
manent possession. 


















Manfuso showed cham¬ 
pions in 1992, '94 and '99 to 
secure the Blarney Challenge 
Trophy, presented from 1961- 
'99. The late Cary Jackson, 
of Foxharbor Farm, was the 
most recent to send out three 
champions, and retired the 
Chanceland Farm Challenge 
Trophy in 2010. 

Voss said the Chanceland 
yearlings will aim for the Fa- 
sig-Tipton Midlantic sale in 
October. 

"The show is great for the 
horses," said Voss. "It is the 
best education for them. And 
it gives us a big leg up on their 
sales prep since we do send 
them all to the sale. They get 
a month of prep for the show 
just as they do for the sale. 
Then the shipping and be¬ 
ing with the other horses, the 
strange environment, it's a 
great education." 

Louisiana native Stall per¬ 
formed duties as a judge for 
a few 2-year-old and yearling 
shows in his home state, but 
this was his first attempt at "a 
long, grinding type of show," 
he said. 

"I was very impressed 
with how the horses were 
prepared," Stall said. "And 
for this early in the year and 
on short notice, they handled 
themselves and were com¬ 
posed-a sign of Maryland 
horsepeople." 

Voss, who used to come 
to the show as a child with 
her parents, John and Kitty 
Merryman, and her family, 
is also aware of the work in¬ 
volved. 

"A lot of people put a lot 
into it," she observed. "There 
are not many in there that 
were just dragged in from the 
field. I have to confess that 
when I was kid, we'd bring 
them in out of the field, give 
them some tranquilizer, pull 
their manes and put them on 
the trailer. 

"We'd do it to make them 
eligible for the race [the Back 
Again Purse, initiated in 1939 
and restricted to 2-year-olds 
shown the year before]. But 
now with the bonus money 
you can't afford not to." 

All horses who entered 
the ring this year are eligible

for a $40,000 premium, which 
is split, $20,000 for each year, 
and distributed among the top 
four money-earning contes¬ 
tants to race at 2 and 3. 

Kaye brought four of the 
five Maryland-bred yearlings 
at her Woodbine farm, Wel¬ 
lington Park, and took home 
three ribbons. The reserve 
champion is the fourth foal for 
the Not For Love mare Love 
Me Twice. Her first is Action 
Andy (by Gators N Bears), 
a four-time stakes winner of 
$246,770. 

The colt, a pedigree mix 
of two stallions (Great No¬ 
tion and Not For Love) who 
regularly come up with stakes 
horses, is a grandson of 2011 
Maryland Broodmare of the 
Year Gabby's Love, the dam of 
stakes winners Baltimore Bob, 
Baltimore Belle and Gabianna. 

"He doesn't actually re¬ 
mind me of others in the fam¬ 
ily, other than they are all ath¬ 
letes," said Kaye. "But to tell 
the truth, at this age, I like him 
the best of all." 

Stall, who was not given 
the pedigrees prior to judg¬ 
ing, commented that the bay, 
foaled April 26, "should be a 
better horse as he goes along. 
He's going to fill in and he's 
got the right frame to do it, 
and he seemed to have a nice 
attitude about everything." 

"I always intend going to 
the yearling show," said Kaye, 
who was based at Sagamore 
Farm in the 1990s before mov¬ 
ing to Woodbine. "When I was 
at Sagamore, I saw all their 
ribbons and stuff where they 
had been at the show every 
year. It was all over there in an 
old office in an old chest. And 
I thought that was so cool. 

"Every year they were 
at the show. And I thought, 
'Well, I'm going to do the 
same thing.' So I try to keep 
going every year if I'm able." 

Kaye's class winner was 
the only offspring of Great 
Notion entered, but earned 
enough points to reward his 
sire with the Northview Stal¬ 
lion Station Challenge Trophy 
as the leading Maryland sire. 
It was the fourth time in six 
years that a Northview stal¬ 
lion brought home the trophy.

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 



Richard’s Kid 
returns in style 

Richard's Kid, Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year in 2009 
and 2010, and the seventh- 
richest all-time state-bred run¬ 
ner, made his first American 
start in nearly two years-tak¬ 
ing Hollywood Park's Prove It 
Stakes on June 8. 

Back in the bam of Bob Baf- 
fert, who had trained the son 
of Lemon Drop Kid to scores 
in the Grade 1 Pacific Classic 
in 2009 and 2010, the 7-year- 
old Zabeel Racing colorbearer 
went off as 4-5 favorite in the 
field of five. He closely stalked 
the early pace and took over 
late to win by 714 lengths for 
Rafael Bejarano in a track re¬ 
cord 2:16.43 for Ws miles over 
the Cushion Track. 

The three-time Grade 1 
winner recorded his sixth 
stakes win and pushed his 
career earnings to $1,826,360, 
with a record of 33-10-2-7. 
He hadn't run in the U.S. 
since winning the Goodwood 
Stakes at Hollywood Park in 
October 2010. Sent to Dubai, 
he went to post five times and 
managed nothing better than 
a fourth in this year's Godol- 
phin Mile-G2. 

Out of stakes winner 
Tough Broad (by Broad 
Brush), Richard's Kid was 
bred by Robert Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh LLC and ran for his 
breeder while trained by Rich¬ 


ard Small through May 2009, 
winning the John B. Campbell 
Handicap prior to his sale to 
Arnold Zetcher. Following 
a sixth in the Breeders' Cup 
Classic-Gl that year, Zetcher 
sold Richard's Kid to Zabeel.

Trailing behind a rapid 
pace early, the 3-year-old 
daughter of Great Notion 
came around rivals and 
charged down the stretch to 
win by three-quarters of a 
length, completing BVi fur¬ 
longs on the turf in 1:01.49 un¬ 
der Elvis Trujillo. 

Winner of the Thirty Flags 
at Belmont in May, Jazzy Idea 
was a closing second in the 
The Very One at Pimlico on 
Black-Eyed Susan Day. After 
the Monmouth victory, she 
finished second in the Lady 
Charles Town Stakes on June 
30-closing the month with 
five wins, five seconds and 
$205,730 in 12 career starts. 

She is the fourth foal out of 
the Dixieland Band mare Jazz 
Band. 



Ben’s Cat puts on 
power display in 
Parx Dash 

Reiterating his standing as 
one of the best turf sprinters 
in the nation. King Leather- 
bury's homebred Ben's Cat 
flew home in course record 
time in Parx Racing's $150,000 
Parx Dash Handicap June 
17. It was the second win of 
the year for the 6-year-old 
son of Parker's Storm Cat, 
and boosted the dark bay's 
earnings to $939,090, moving 
him past former stablemate 
and close relative Ah Day 
($918,874) to 22nd on the all- 
time Maryland-bred list. 

Disregarded after two sub- 
par outings, Ben's Cat was 
sent off at 10-1 in the field of 
eight. The Leatherbury trainee 
sat third off the pace set by 
longshot Wild Memories, who 
scorched the opening quarter- 
mile in :21.46 and the half in 
:43.58. 

As favorite Bridgetown 
shot for the lead on the far 
turn, Ben's Cat surged to the 
front under Julian Pimen¬ 
tel and drew off to win by 2 
lengths. The final time was 
54.96 seconds, which sliced 
more than two-fifths off the 
course record set by Smart 
Enough in 2008. 

"It might have been his 
best race ever," said Leather¬ 
bury. "I was a little bit worried 
about him-I wasn't worried 
because he was training so 
well-but the last two races 
he had gotten beat. And he 
hadn't gotten beat in two 
[sprint] races in a row before. 
You get spoiled when a horse 
wins a lot." 

The 2011 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year recorded his 
16th win from 24 starts. In his 
2012 debut in April, he won 
the Mister Diz Stakes for state- 
breds. 

Ben's Cat was produced 
by the stakes-placed Thirty 


Eight Paces mare Twofox-a 
full-sister to Thirty Eight Go 
Go, a graded stakes winner 
of $871,229, and a half-sister 
to graded stakes winner and 
$360,562-earner Notches Trace 
(by Lord Gaylord). Another 
full sister, Endette, produced 
10-time stakes winner Ah Day, 
by Parker's Storm Cat's half- 
brother Malibu Moon. Thirty 
Eight Go Go, Notches Trace 
and Ah Day are all Mary¬ 
land-bred champions bred by 
Leatherbury. 

Following a similar sched¬ 
ule to last year, Leatherbury 
said Ben's Cat would try for 
a repeat score in the $200,000 
Pennsylvania Governor's Cup 
Handicap at Penn National at 
the end of July. 



Action Andy shifts 
to Colonial Downs 

After spending a reward¬ 
ing winter season at Tampa 
Bay Downs, Robert Gerczak's 
Action Andy returned to his 
favorite track to the north. Co¬ 
lonial Downs, and was back in 
the winner's circle. 

Sent out for the 1-mile Da 
Hoss Stakes over a firm turf 
June 16, the 5-year-old made 
all the running, slowed the 
pace under Horacio Karama- 
nos and saved plenty to win 
by a half-length in 1:36.01. 

Trained by Carlos Garcia, 
Action Andy was making his 
seventh start at the Virginia 
track, where he has a record of 
three wins and three seconds. 
The son of Gators N Bears fin¬ 
ished second in the 2011 Da 
Hoss. 

Action Andy showed his 
affinity for Tampa by winning 
five of his seven starts at that 
track, and finishing second 
twice, while counting wins in 
the Super and Pelican Stakes. 
In his final Tampa Bay start 
of the winter, he set a track re¬ 
cord of 1:15.47 for 614 furlongs 
in March.

The son of Smoke Glacken 
closed strongly to nail Noble's 
Promise in the Kelly's Land¬ 
ing Stakes at Churchill Downs 
June 23, his first start for own¬ 
er Maggi Moss. 

Trainer Tom Amoss and 
Moss, the third-winningest 
owner in the U.S., claimed 
Delaunay for $40,000 at 
Churchill Downs May 12 - 
the fifth time the gelding has 
changed hands this year. He's 
passed through powerhouse 
outfits PTK Stable and Mid¬ 
west Thoroughbreds (twice) 
while also making a start for 
owner Danny Limongelli.

Eatman the dean of state’s 
Thoroughbred industry 

by Bob Sanford, reprinted from Carolina Hoofbeats 









More than a half century later, North 
Carolina has a vibrant equine industry to 
which Rex Eatman has made invaluable 
contributions. 

Rex has always been enamored of 
racehorses. While he lived out west, he 
began raising, training and racing Thor¬ 
oughbreds-often in simultaneous roles 
as owner, trainer, exercise rider and jock¬ 
ey. In addition to racing at “real” tracks 
in Wyoming, Montana and Nebraska, he 
also rode his horses in match races. 

He brought this spirit of adventure 
and love of good horses with him, when 
he and his wife, Toni, came home with 
the goal of starting a Thoroughbred farm. 

In the early 1960s, North Carolina 
had no real presence in the breeding in¬ 
dustry. However he and Toni believed 
that the state’s climate and location 
would make North Carolina perfect for 
promoting the Sport of Kings. 

They started a small farm and soon 
found other horse owners interested in 
promoting Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing. This small group formed the first 
North Carolina Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association (NCTBA) and elected Rex 
Eatman as its first president. Since the 
inception, Rex has been a fixture on the 
board of directors. 

While the NCTBA worked specifically 
to promote the Thoroughbred industry, 
it also coordinated efforts with other 


equestrian groups to raise the profile of 
the horse industry in the state. 

Rex’s efforts, coupled with his grow¬ 
ing reputation as an outstanding horse¬ 
man and spokesman for the industry, led 
to his election as president of the North 
Carolina Horse Council (NCHC). His var¬ 
ied experiences made him as much at 
home on a roping horse as he was gallop¬ 
ing a Thoroughbred, so he possessed a 
rare understanding of the needs of all his 
constituents, not only the racehorse peo¬ 
ple. 

Rex was also appointed as a director of 
the North Carolina State University Vet¬ 
erinary School Foundation, from 1986 to 
1990. 

Rex and Toni raised, trained, sold and 
raced a number of fine Thorouoghbreds 
from their farm. Their horses raced on 
tracks from Tijuana, Mexico, to Green 
Mountain Park in Vermont. As Rex and 
other members began to have success in 
the industry, they were frustrated that 
they could not race their horses in their 
home state. 

In the mid 1990s, Rex represented the 
NCTBA in its efforts to help state Sen. 
William Martin, state Rep. Vernon James 
and others to promote a pari-mutuel 
horse racing bill in North Carolina. They 
worked tirelessly to garner support for 
the legislation which would have provid¬ 
ed the state with significant revenues 
from wagering, while also providing a 


platform for exponential growth in the 
state’s equine industry. To their great dis¬ 
appointment they were never able to 
overcome the objections of those who op¬ 
posed state-sponsored gambling. When 
the legislature eventually sanctioned 
gambling, it chose a lottery over pari¬ 
mutuel racing. 

As a doctor of chiropractic medicine, 
Rex has always had a keen interest in hu¬ 
man and equine anatomy and physiology. 
He studied the genetic tendencies of 
equine bloodlines and became very 
knowledgeable about the performance 
tendencies of many racehorses and their 
progeny. 

This knowledge, coupled with a great 
ability to spot defects in the physical con¬ 
dition of a horse, made Rex a well-re¬ 
spected bloodstock agent and consultant. 
When Churchill Downs commissioned 
the sculptor Carl Regutti to sculpt a stat¬ 
ue of the great Aristides, the racetrack 
asked Rex to serve as a consultant. The 
statue now stands in the walking ring at 
Churchill Downs. 

Rex is not riding his horses in match 
races these days, but he is still very active 
in promoting the good work of others in 
the business. He is a long-standing mem¬ 
ber of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
in Lexington, Ky., and was an advocate 
for injured jockeys and exercise riders 
through his efforts for the Don MacBeth 
Memorial Jockey Fund.

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Audley breeds first Va-bred 
winner of Colonial meet 


Va-bred Planet elected 
to Hall of Fame 



S uffice it to say that Audley 
Farm has been on a roU, 
First, Bodemeister gave I’ll Have 
Another his only real competi¬ 
tion while finishing second in 
the Grade 1 Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness, and now the Clark 
County nursery had produced 
the first Virginia-bred winner at 
the 2012 Colonial Downs live 
meet. 

On opening day, Vision 
Racing LLC’s Dannhauser, by 
Johannesburg out of Hatpin, by 
Smart Strike, won the eighth race 
by 2K lengths. The victory in 
the $25,000 allowance race was 
worth $29,000 when adding in 
the 100-percent owner’s bonus 
money. Not a bad payday. 


Audley sold the colt at the 
2009 Keeneland September year¬ 
ling sale for $270,000 and he 
was resold as a 2-year-old for 
$350,000. 

Dannhauser broke his maiden 
last September at Parx and then 
won an allowance race at Tampa 
in April before returning to the 
commonwealth. Like a lot of 
horses at Colonial, he seems to 
prefer the turf. 

Sheldon Russell rode the win¬ 
ner who is trained by Colonial 
Downs’ regular Kathleen O’Con¬ 
nell. 

Dannhauser now has made 
eight starts with three wins, one 
second and one third and has 
earnings of $83,873. 

There may well be more 
good news on the horizon as 
Dannhauser’s half-brother by 
Indian Charlie sold at the 2011 
Keeneland yearling sale for 
$325,000 to ShadweU. The folks 
at Audley liked the colt enough 
to put him on the farm’s 2011 
Christmas card. 


V irginia-bred Planet, who 
dominated the pre-Civil War 
racing scene in Virginia, has been 
elected to the National Museum 
of Racing’s Hall of Fame through 
the museum’s Historic Review 
process. 

Foaled in Virginia at Major 
Thomas W. DosweU’s BuUfield 
Stable in 1855, Planet was sired 
by Revenue out of the Boston 
mare Nina. Planet was a sensation 
from the start, making his debut 
with a victory over four others in 
mile heats for a purse of $10,750 
in Fairfield, Va., on May 4, 1858. 
He would go on to establish a 
record for career purse earnings 
that stood for 20 years. 

Turf writer John Hervey 
described Planet as “In color a 
rich chestnut, 15.214 (hands) tall, 
he was remarkable for his sym¬ 
metry of mould and the excel¬ 
lence of his limbs.” 

Planet displayed his remark¬ 
able skOl and versatility by com¬ 
piling a record of 27-4-0 from 
31 starts and earning $69,700. 
Known as “The Great Red Fox,” 


Planet was regarded by many 
turf experts to be second only 
to the mighty Lexington among 
the greatest American racehorses 
prior to the Civil War. 

Carrying Bullfield’s famed 
orange silks. Planet won at a 
variety of distances in Virginia, 
Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama 
and Louisiana. He also traveled 
to New York, where he won 
a $20,000 sweepstakes on Sept. 
25, 1860, at the Fashion Course 
on Long Island. Racing from 
ages 3 through 6, Planet defeat¬ 
ed many of the top horses of 
his era, including Daniel Boone, 
Congaree, Socks, and Arthur 
Macon. He was trained through 
most of his career by N.B. Young. 

Further demonstrating his 
versatility. Planet was a natural 
trotter. He was able to trot a 
mile in three minutes, and most 
of his training was conducted in 
that gait. 

Planet was retired to stud at 
BuUfield in 1861. He lost his fmal 
race, which occurred only five 
days before the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter launched the Civil 
War and effectively ended racing 
in the South. The Civil War and 
its aftermath interrupted several 
years of Planet’s career as a stal¬ 
lion. During those years. Planet 
and many of the other BuUfield 
horses were hidden in the woods 
to protect them from Union sol¬ 
diers. 

In 1868, DosweU sold Planet 
to R.A. Alexander of Woodburn 
Farm in Kentucky. Planet resided 
at Woodburn until he died at the 
age of 20 in 1875.

B ‘‘Racing’s Great Mystery 
Man” focused on one of the 
region’s most successful train¬ 
ers, the enigmatic Tom Voss, 
“He trains steeplechasers, flat 
horses too. He grumbles at 
adults, but he hugs cats. He 
reads the Daily Racing Form and 
The Bridges of Madison Countgf 
wrote Joe Clancy, “Plenty of 
people are scared of the man, 
though there are others who 
would trust him to babysit their 
children,” 

Based at Atlanta HaU 
Farm in Monkton, Md,, Voss 
was leading the way (by mid¬ 
season) to a third consecutive 
steeplechase training tide. 
Among the horses he had 
sent out in the previous two 
years were multiple Grade 1 


winner John’s Call, who just 
missed winning the Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl at age 9 in 
2000, and 2001 Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase-NSAl winner 
Quel Senor (Fr), 

B Led by Maryland 
Congresswoman Constance A, 
MoreUa, a bill (H,R, 3781) was 
introduced in February to 
estabhsh the American Horse 
Slaughter Prevention Act, 
which would “prevent the 
cruel and senseless slaughter 
of American horses simply to 
statisfy the cuhnary desires of 
consumers in Canada, Europe, 
Japan and elsewhere,” 

The American Horse 
Council (AHC), American 
Quarter Horse Association 
and United States Trotting 
Association weighed in against 
the bill, wrote Bill HeUer, spec¬ 
ulating that the elimination of 
slaughtering would cause more 
pain than good to the horses 
who are spared with nowhere 
to go (the AHC took a neutral 
stance until it could examine 
results from a questionaire it 
sent to industry organizations). 
But Thoroughbred racing was 
supporting the biU and seeking 
alternatives to slaughter. 

It stirred a heated debate, 
“Sometimes, you just dis¬ 
agree,” said New York breeder 
and owner John Hettinger, 
a member of The Jockey

Club, a NYRA trustee, a 
member of the Fasig-Tipton 
Sales Company executive 
committee, chairman of the 
Grayson-Jockey Club Research 
Foundation and a biU propo¬ 
nent, “I will admit this: in the 
short run, it will cause major 
relocations. Maybe a better biU 
corUd be made to stop slaugh¬ 
tering, In the long run, people 
are becoming aware that it’s a 
bad thing to do,” 

B The Belmont Stakes-Gl 
produced a shocker when 
Sarava became the longest- 
priced winner in the race’s 
134-year history, scoring at 
70-1 as Triple Crown hopeful 
War Emblem lost aU chance 
with a stumble out of the gate, 

A record-breaking crowd 
of 103,222 turned out for a 
chance to see history, which 
they did as Sarava surged past 
Medagha d’Oro to win by a 
half length. 

Trained by Ken McPeek 
for Paul and Susan Roy, 

Sarava was ridden by former 
Maryland-based superstar 
Edgar Prado, The WUd Again 
colt had another Mid-Atlantic 
connection: He was the fourth 
highest-priced yearling sold 
at the 2000 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale. Buzz Chace purchased 
him for $100,000 from breeder 
BUI Entenmann’s Timber Bay 
Farm, Sarava was pinhooked 
the next spring when sold 
again for $250,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton sale in Florida, 

B Bop, a 5-year-old son of 
Rahy bred in Virginia by the 
famed Keswick Stables of 
Peggy Augustus in partnership 
with W Lazy T, set a 5-furlong 
course record in winning the 
Punch Line Stakes at Colonial 
Downs in June, getting the 
distance in :55,85, It was the 
second year in a row the 
chestnut annexed the race for 
Marylander Jonas Cash’s FoUy 
Quarter Stable, 

Bop equaled the world record for 
the distance two starts later in Penn 


National’s Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Cup Handicap, stopping the clock 
in:54.61. The next season he 
broke Gulf stream Park’s record as 
well, getting 5 furlongs in :55.10. 
The speedy chestnut is now a leading 
West Virginia sire while standing at 
O’Sullivan Farms in Charles Town. 

B By capturing the $100,000 
Greenwood Cup Handicap at 
PhUadelphia Park, the Michael 
Dickinson-trained Cetewayo 
got one step closer to becom¬ 
ing a millionaire—a feat made 
more remarkable due to the 
fact that he was 8 years old and 
making his 25th lifetime start. 
With the score (the 10th of 
his career) in the IVa-mile turf 
test, John Chandler’s home¬ 
bred multiple Grade 1 -winning 
son of His Majesty pushed his 
career earnings to $905,543, 
Cetewayo made 12 more starts 
while racing through age 10, amass¬ 
ing $1,170,258. His eight stakes 
victories included the 1998 Sword 
Dancer and 2002 Gulfstream Park 
Breeders’ Cup, both Grade 1 
handicaps. He retired to stud at 
Godstone Farm in Pennsylvania, 
where he still stands.

A Maryland first-Georganne Hale is 
named Timonium’s racing secretary 
in 1987.

B Georganne Hale, the first 
woman to hold the position of 
paddock judge in Maryland, 
when promoted to the job in 
May, was soon to make 
Maryland racing history again. 
She was set to become the first 
woman to serve as racing 
secretary in the state when 
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taking charge of Timonium’s 
10-day meet in late August. 

Assistant to Timonium’s 
former racing secretary, E.T, 
McLean, the previous year. 
Hale was selected when 
McLean became a steward 
at Birmingham Turf Club. 
“Georganne was our number 
one pick for the job,’’ said 
Timonium’s general manager 
Max Mosner. 

B The inaugural running of 
the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics was set to take place 
on Sept. 11 at Charles Town. 

Five races would make 
up the program, which was 
created by pro football HaU 
of Famer and West Virginia 
native Sam Huff after witness¬ 
ing the Maryland Million the 
previous year.

Thoroughbred breeding 
industry has grown tremen¬ 
dously in the last few years as 
a result of the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Development 
Fund, and we beheve the 
Breeders Classics will con¬ 
tribute greatly to its future 
growth,” said Huff 

B Kentucky horseman Lee 
Faton pinned a filly by 
Virginia sire Trimlea as his 
champion at the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s 
annual yearling show. Bred and 
owned by Virginians Jim and 
Janet Bonner, the bay fiUy beat 
113 others to take the trophy. 

Of the four class winners, 
the best connected was the 
winner of the first, for colts 
and geldings by Maryland 
sires. The son of Belmont 
Stakes winner Caveat, bred 
and owned by Dumbarton 
Farm, was out of Your My 
Choice, thus a half-brother to 
Canadian champions Imperial 
Choice and Golden Choice. 

Faton noted that if he had 
to single out the one yearhng 
most hkely to earn the $13,000 
prize as the top money-earning 
2-year-old, he would have cho¬ 
sen a chestnut fiUy, Horatius 
Honey, a daughter of Horatius 
who placed fifth in the largest 
class of the day—60 fillies by 
Maryland sires.

Overlooked in the class of 60 was 
Dark Hollow Farm's Horatius filly 
out of Safely Home. Safely Kept 
came out at 2 and earned $90,436 
of her career total $2,194,206, 
which rewarded David and foAnn 
Hayden the $13,000 bonus. Her 
2year-old earnings were slightly 
higher than those of Northern 
Wolf (who failed to get a ribbon 
in the class of eight out-of state- 
sired yearlings). Eventual track 
record-setter, Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash winner and 
$461,107-earner Northern Wolf 
had juvenile earnings of $86,954, 
barely surpassing Ambitious John 
(with $85,360), who also failed to 
get a ribbon, but won the Maryland 
Juvenile Championship Stakes. 

B Daniel G. Van CHef, 
owner of Nydtie Stud in 
Charlottesville, Va., a former 
director of Laurel Race Course 
and board member of Fasig- 
Tipton Company, the National 
Museum of Racing, Grayson 
Foundation, Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders 
Association and Breeders’ Cup 
Ltd., died June 16 at 62. 

Van Chef, also a mem¬ 
ber of the Virginia House 
of Delegates from 1968 to 
1974, owned Nydtie for more 
than 40 years. His survivors 
included his son, Daniel G.

Nominations had 
to be submitted by Dec. 30, 
1961, and two eHgibihty pay¬ 
ments were required in order 
for a 2-year-old to remain 
eHgible. No supplemental 
entries would be taken. Two- 
hundred yearhngs were initially 
nominated; after the second 
required payment due June 15, 
85 remained eHgible.
